I am deſcended, on the Father's fide, of one of the 
Nobleſt Families of Maples, as having given ſeveral

Beauty, enſlav'd with a Sltaneſs, formerly Ibrahim's Fa-

Ihe Counteſs of P.. . . s was one of the greateſt Fa- 
milies of Naples, but had ſo decayd, that the Counteſs, 
when ſcarce 20 Years of Age, was oblig d, for Intereſt, 
to marry the Count of P... . , of 70; who was very 
rich, and an intimate Friend of the Chevalier C. . . 8. 
But his Age was of ſo much the more dangerous Conſe- 
quence, in that, before her Marriage, the Counteſs had 
a particular Reſpect for the Chevalier C. . , which ſhe 
continued after it.

One day, when the Viceroy made an Entertainment 
for the Ladies, the Counteſs pretends herſelf ſick, and, 
being put to bed, orders her Women to leave her alone, 
and ſay, ſhe was gone to Court. Zebina and the Cheva- 
lier, who knew nothing of the Counteſs's Feint, but 
thought ſhe was far enough off, reſolv'd, for their part, 
not to loſe fo fair an Opportunity of enjoying Ton 8 
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the moſt tender and obliging Proteſtations of his Con- 
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ether a few Minutes. I am not writing a Romance; 
and ſo ſhall not pretend to tell you the paſſionate Ex- 
preſſions of Two the moſt Amorous Lovers that ever de- 
ſerv'd the Name. All that I could learn of the Perſon 
that brought me up, is, That I was the End of that In- 
terview ; and that, from that Time, Zebina never had 
an Opportunity of being alone with the Chevalier. The 
Counteſs, who had been almoſt a Witneſs of their Uni- 
on, would not complain io her Gallant of his Incon- 
fancy, by reaſon ſhe knew his fiery Temper was ripe 
for Enterprize; and ſtill pretended ſo much Kindneſs to 
her Slave, that ſhe — not part with her out of her 
Sight. Zebina knew all her Affairs, except thoſe of her 
Heart; and the Chevalier viſited the Counteſs as often 
as ever; but was never able to get a Moment of Zebina's 
Company. a 

The Counteſs reſolving to be even with the Lovers, 
and finding her Jealouſy increaſe as fait as the Cheva- 
lier's Paſſion for her cool'd, ſtudyd means to ruin em 
both, without the Expence of her Honour, which was 
the only Thing ſhe valud. The Halians are cautious, 
and dangerous 1n their Defigns of Revenge, and can hide 
their Reſentment beyond Death itſelf ; as you may ſee by 
what befel the Chevalier. 

The Counteſs was ſeiz'd with a kind of Melancholy, 
which fo alter'd her, that one could ſcarce know her a- 
gain, Her Spouſe, who perfectly doated on her, endea- 


= vour'd all he could to divert her, and fetch her out of 


her drooping Condition ; but all in vain. Neither the 
Buffoonry of Merry-Andrens, (which is very much ad- 
mir d in /aly) nor the moſt exquiſite Remedies of the 
beſt Phyſicians, prevail'd. She became a Stranger to Joy, 
and pin'd away in ſuch a manner, that her Decay was 
viſible. All the Servants in the Houſe lamented her, 
and there's ne'er a Saint in Paradiſe, but was pray'd'to 
for the Life and Health of ſo lovely a Perſon. But all 
in vain : The Time of her Departure was come; Her 
Strength was waſted; and ſhe now - perceiv'd, when

to her Paſſion, or been too reſolute in concealing it. 
But before ſhe expir'd, the Count, who, as I ſaid be- 
fore, lov'd her even to Madneſs, came and made her 
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Fr d to be left alone with Z.

At that very Moment, they came to tell my La- 
dy, That the Count was bringing one of her Relations, 
and the Cardinal Archbiſhop of Maples, to ſee her : 
Whereupon, ſhe deſir d Zebina to go and meet the Com- 

any, while the ſecur d her Honour, by contriving the 
Chevalier s Eſcape. No ſooner, therefore, was Zebina 
gone out of the Room, but the Counteſs intreated the 
Chevalier not to take it amiſs, but to get into a great 


Cheſt that flood by her Bed- ſide, and there lie ſtill. The 


Chevalier readily obey'd ; and the very Moment that 
the Company left the Room, the Counteſs bid Zebina 
Jock the Cheſt, and give her the Key. Zebina, being 
abſent when the Chevalier hid himfelf, preſently ſup- 
pos d, finding he did not appear, that the Counteſs had 


. convey'd him out of Window, by the Help of a Rope- 


Ladder, which ſhe kept, for ſuch Occaſions, in her Clo- 


ſet; and ſhe was confirm'd in this Opinion, by the 


Counteſs's recommending to her, with an Air of Conft- 
dence, to take Care of the Chevalier's Life; aſſuring 
ker, that ſhe ſhould die contentedly, if ſhe would but 
promiſe to adminiſter all the Comfort ſhe could to the 

„ . Chevalier, 
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Chevalier, who, ſays ſhe, will hardly, I believe, ſurvive 
my Death. The poor Shve was drown'd in Tears a 
ſuch Expreſſions, and made her no other Anſwer than 
by a Silence, which any but a Rival would have taken 
for a Mark of the deepeſt Sorrow. But the Counteſs 
knew too well what had paſs'd between the Two Lovers;

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1 of any other Spouſe but you, but depart, in pain for the 
Curioſity fo natural to all Mankind: But I know your 
1'8 Punctuality too well; and have experienced the Good-

Jt Years. Immediately after, the Unfortunate Counteſs 
Tell into an Agony ; and expir'd about Two of the Clock 
in the Morning, in Zebinas Arms. I ſhall but juſt touch 
Il pon the Grief which ſeiz d the whole Family upon the 
FI Tor of a Perſon ſo well belov'd ; and which was as great 
Hy as ir was genera]. The Funeral Pomp was a Sight which 
| * Yurprizdall that ſaw it; and People might judge of the 
1 Counts Love, by the prodigious Charge he was at to 
| honour the Memory of his deceas'd Lady. The Funeral, 
Il at which all the Perſons of Diſtinction that were in

lj Town, and a numerous Train of Clergy, both Regular 
l and Secular, aſſiſted, proceeded to the great Brothers, or 
| Cordeliers with great Sleeves, which is the P. . . .'s 
| Burying-Place ; and the Corps was depoſited in the 
Il Church about Ten of the Clock at Night, but not laid 
in the Vault; by reaſon every body retir'd to aſſiſt at 
the Service upon that ſolemn Occaſion ; it being the ta-

Zebina, being, by this time, recover'd of her Con- 
cern for the Counteſs's Death, thought of nothing but 
receiving News of the Chevalier, who did not make 
his Appearance.

Beſides, I want to give you 
ſome Information concerning me: I have ſo much Con- 
fidence in you, that I promiſe myſelf great Help and 
Comfort from gour good Advice ; and you may, one Day,

How powerful are the Sighs and Tears of a lovely Wo- 
man! and, What Heart of Flint can refuſe to aſſiſt one 
that deſcribes her Affliction with a thouſand Charms and 
Graces ? The good Father granted all ſhe deſir d; and, 
notwithſtanding the extreme Hazard to which he expos'd 
himſelf, if it thould have been known that he had 
brought a Girl into the Monaſtery, his Compaſſion had 
already melted him into Tenderneſs ; and he refolv'd to 
cancel, for once, the Ties of his Duty, and to do all he 


could to relieve Zebina; To which purpoſe, he con- 
ducted her into a By-place, in which nothing but old

Under theſe Circumſtances, he thought he ſhould have 
died, himſelf, with Confuſion. But Men have generally 
quicker Wits than the fair Sex, and know ſooner how to 
get rid of a bad Bargain. The Sexton, therefore, con- 
lidering, that it was not now Time to be fearful, and to 
dally with the Matter, runs to a Brother-in-Law of his, 
who was a Surgeon 1n the Town, and defires him to 
come and extricate him out of the greateſt Danger he 
was ever in in his Life.

Am the unfortunate Colli, whoſe Conception coſt my 

Father his Life, and who, in coming into the World, 
tore my unhappy Mother in pieces; as if Heaven had 
dated my Misfortunes from the very Source of my 
Being. I beg the Readers Pardon for the Faults they 
may find in this Book; for befides that J am full of 
Grief and Trouble at the Writing of it, I publiſh it in 
French, which I don't pretend to underſtand ſo well as 
1ialian, and fo have been oblig'd to make uſe of a Tran- 
ator. They will not find all Places alike diverting ; 
becauſe tis impoſſible for a Tranſlation to come up with 
the Original for Life and Spirit ; eſpecially, where the 
Two Languages are ſo different in their Manner of rela- 
ting Matters of Fact. But this I do aſſure you; That 


throughout this whole Hiſtory, I have ſtuck cloſe to the 


Truth, without ſhamming it in any Place ; neither re- 
ding the Cenſures of the World, nor fearing the 
owers, Eccleſiaſtical or Secular, that have been con- 
cernd in my Adventures. All that J propoſe to myſelf, 
by writing in this Manner, is, Fir, To teach Men, by 
my Example, never to depend on the Promiſes of Great 
Men; and, Secondly, To fatisfy, in ſome meaſure, a lit- 
tle Itch of Revenge, upon ſome certain Perſons, of 


whom one dare not ſpeak the Truth, but in ſuch a 
Place as this, where Men are really free ; for in all the 


other Countries that I have been in, I found, that the 
People were Slaves either to Flattery, or to their Reli- 
gion. The Readers will pardon me for this Digreſſion, 
which I thought myſelf oblig'd to make, as judging it 
neceſſary to give them a right Notion of my Mind, and 
a true Light into my Affairs. EN Sr One 
The Surgeon, who ſo charitably aſſiſted me at my 
Birth, having wrapp'd me up in ſome Clouts, which his 
Brother gave him, endeavour'd to fetch my Mother to 


Life; but with fo little Succeſs, that, after all the Ap- 


plications which his Art ſuggeſted to him upon ſuch Oc- 
caſions, he told the Sexton, they muſt een bury the dead 
Body ; for, that if they ſhould diſcover ſuch an Acci- 
dent, it might bring em both into Danger. Having, 

therefore, 
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therefore, ſet their Heads together, they reſolv d to make 
a Grave 1n the ſame Place, where there was a Heap of 
Vine-Twigs. Accordingly, having bury'd the unhappy 
Zebina, they fill d up the Grave again with the Vine- 
Twigs, clean d the Place, and took ſuch Precautions, that 
nobody ever knew any thing of the Matter. | 

At Nine of the Clock, when the Proceſſion for the 
Counteſs arriv'd at the Church, and every body was in- 
tent upon the Ah, the Surgeon took me under his 
Cloak, and carry'd me home, without the leaſt Notice 
taken of him in the Streets. His Wife gave me but 2 
cold Reception at firſt; being jealous, as ſhe afterwards 
confeſs'd, that it was a By-blow of her Husband's ; and 
ſhe would by no means be reconcil'd to me, till the Sur- 

eon aſſur d her, I was a Child of Quality; That his 
Boks the Cordelier (who was the Sexton) helpd him 
to me, from a certain Prince in Town ; That it was a 
Secret of Conſcience for his Brother, and a Secrer of 
Diſcretion for them; and, That his Brother deſir d her 
to take a particular Care of me, to nurſe me herſelf, and 
to love me as her own Child. The Wife eaſily believ'd 
all that the Husband had faid ; and, having a Daughter 
of her own but three Months old, ſhe found me ſo quiet 
and void of the Frowardneſs ſo natural to Infants of my 
Age, that her own little Girl was, in a manner, neg- 
lected, for the Love of me. The ſame Clouts ſerv'd 
us both : We were kept alike clean ; and ſhe made no 
Difference between us, but in her Tenderneſs, of which 
the beſtow d much the greater ſhare on me. The Father 
Cordelier never miſs'd a day to come and ſee me, would 
often weep when he embraced me; and I remember, 
one day, when I was about four or five Years old, ob- 
ſerving him to let fall ſome Tears, as he was careſſing 
me, I ask'd him, If I had hurt him? To which he 
anſwer d, ſqueezing me harder than ordinary, That truly, 
] had made him more afraid than hurt; but now, ſays 
he, my Fear is paſt, and I love you extremely, you little 
Rogue. I did not apprehend any thing of that myſteri- 
ous Anſwer ; but crying, told my Mother, (for ſo I 
calld my Nurſe) That ſhe had made me very ugly, ſince 
my Uncle faid, I frighted him. 1 

The good Woman at that fell a laughing; and, being 
acquainted with che Secret of my Birth, told me, my 
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Uncle lov'd me very well, and that I muſt love him as 
well; That I muſt obey him as a Father; That 1 ſhould 
know, one day, how much I was oblig d to him; and, 
That it ſignify d nothing to talk to me of Things that 
farpaſs'd my Age. Tho' I heard all this, without any 
Reflexion, of which I was not then capable, yet J have 
ofren thought, ſince, of that good Lady's Words ; eſpe- 
cially, her telling me, when the ſaw me at Play with her 
little Daughter, whom 1 took for my Siſter, That ſhe 
would give me her for a Wife; and that ſhe would, one 
day, ſee us two marry d. And certainly, if the dear Ro- 
ſalia (for that was the Surgeon's Daughter's Name) had 
been fortunate, and her Parents had not been expos'd to 
the greateſt Misfortunes, I had never known half the 
Miſery I have endur d, but had ſurely marry d that Girl, 
whom alone I lov'd from my very Infancy. 

I muſt not omit relating here the ſurprizing Effects of 
a Paſſion, which reigns in Perſons at any Age. The Ex- 
perience I have have had ever ſince I was five Years old, 
won't permit me to doubt, but one may love, almoſt 
from the Cradle ; and that it is for want of the Know- 
ledge they have, or ought to have, of the lov'd Object, 
that People love no fooner. I am ſure, I could ſcarce

call Roſalia, before I lov'd her better than I could call 


her. I was fo complaiſant to her, that in all our little 
Diverſions, ſhe muſt have the. Upper Hand: I was in- 
conſolable when her Mother chid her; and once, when 
ſhe was whipp'd for throwing me down, I was ſo dull, 
that twas impoſlible for Signora Maria (my dear Nurlſe's 
Name) to make me eat any thing, or take a Wink of 
Sleep all Night. The next day I had a Fever, which 
continued three or four days with that Violence, that 
they began to deſpair of my Life. Whereupon, the moſt 


eminent Phyſicians .being conſulted, about the Means 


proper to be taken for my Recovery, a moderate Purge 
was agreed on, to put my Spirits in Motion; But I was 
ſeiz d with ſuch a Drowſineſs, that the Deſigns of my 


Benefactors had certainly prov'd abortive, had not Sig- 


nora Maria's Tenderneſs inſpir'd her with the. I — 
of applying the Remedy by the Hands of little Raſalia, 
to whom they gave it, and inſtructed her what to ſay, to 
induce me to take it. In a word, her Voice rowz d me 
from my Lethargy, and, without a Moments 1

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W I obeyd her, and ſwallow'd the Pill, that none but. the 
= could perſuade me to take. 

= This Affair ſeem d to ſurprize all that were then pre- 
= ſent, who knew not what to think of ſuch an extraordt- 
nary Adventure. However, &oalia never leaving me, I 
got well again in a very little time. She had abundance 
of Wit, and ſaid fo many pretty Things fo prettily, that 
J was never well, but when I was in her Company. One 
day, being together in the Country, where they had ſent 
me for the Air, after my Recovery; as we were walk- 
ing in a Grove in which we us d to play, Xgſalia hap- 
pen'd to tread upon a Snake, which preſently wound 
himſelf about the poor Girls Foot, and ſqueez d it ſo 
hard, that ſhe fainted away, and left me almoſt fright- 
ed to Death, Without conſidering the Danger, 1 tel! 
upon the Snake, and pulling him, with all my Strength, 
from Roſalia's Foot, had like to have been choak d by 
him myſelf, For the Monſter perceiving himſelt pull d,

and wound himſelf fo hard about the fame, that had not

= Occaſions, which are very common in AH, we bad

I This Accident made my Mother keep ſo watchful an 

ye over me ever after, that ſhe would never ſuffer me 
to be out of ker Sight; fo that 1 found her Affection for 
me very troubleſome and inconverient, and begun to 
row melancholy, becauſe I could not play with Kcal ia. 
t is almoſt incredible, that at ix Years of Age, I was {© 
much in Love with that little Girl, that it was impoſſible 
for me to mind any tning that conduced to my Education. 
However, as it ſeem d very odd to my ang 4 
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ſerv'd, ſometimes, to divert them too. For when thex 
found, that I could not be brought to learn any thing, 
Koſalia was inſtructed to tell me, that ſhe would like me 
the better for being a Scholar ; becauſe I ſhould then 
know how to write Love-Letters to her. But as I could 
not be brought to read and write by any other Argument, 


than that of pleaſing my little Miſtreſs, I was afterwards 
ſo eager, that I deſir d my Maſter to teach me faſter, that 
I might not loſe my Love. | 


And indeed, nothing was wanting to give me a good 


Education. Signor Czrlocio was very rich, and having 
but that Daughter, deſign d to make me Heir of all he 
had, by marrying her. He found I had excellent Natu- 
ral Parts, and an admirable Aptneſs for the Sciences, and 


had therefore pitch'd upon a young Reman Abbot to be 


my Tutor, who was very learned in humane Letters, but 
2a meer Novice in the Rules of good Breeding. This 
Gentleman's ill Temper ſoon made me hate him to ſuch a 
degree, that I could not forbear, one day, to tell him 
my Hatred ; for which he going to corre& me, I told 
him, he ought to give me another kind of Leſſon than that 
of Anger and Revenge, and that my Friends had given 
mea 7 hs which 1 would not follow. He, ſuppoſing 
I had been taught to fay thus, us'd me, ever after, with 
abundance of Tenderneſs; and perceiving me to be 
mild and good - natur d, reſolv d to try what gentle Me- 
thods would do with me; in which, no doubt, he had 
ſucceeded, to his Reputation, if an Affair had not hap- 
pen d, that depriv d him of his Liberty. 


I can't forbear acquainting you, in this place, with 
my Sentiments of the Pedants to whom Parents generally 
commit the Education of their Sons. They are, for the 


"moſt part, Perſons of no Merit, who, pretending to 


an extraordinary Knack at the Liberal Sciences, and f 


having ſcraped together a competent Number of 
Phraſes and ridiculous Quodlibers, look upon them- 


ſelves as the fitteſt Perſons in the World, to form the L 


Minds and Behaviour of young Perſons; whereas,far from 
ſowing in their Hearts the Seed of Virtue, and quelling the

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I)!he Duke 3 having run out his whole Eſtate 
during his Embaſſy at Rome, came to Naples, with a full 
XX Deſign to enrich himſelf there; and to that purpoſe, 
augmented the Taxes of the Kingdom by one Half, im- 
mediately after his Arrival, Tho' that unhappy People 
have been us'd, for ſome Ages, to a very heavy Yoke, 
per the ctuel Extortion and Injuſtice that was every 
vhere committed, made em begin to complain, and to 
form Cabals in the Cabarets, where they gave themſelves 
the Liberty to exclaim publickly againſt the Government 
then in Being. Theſe Cabals continued for ſome Months 
vndiſcover'd; till, at laſt, a Fellow that was the very 
Rift-raff of the People, (as Maſanicllb formerly) had the 
= Impudence to make himſelf Head of the Party; an 
then form'd the extravagant Deſign of making himſelf 
King of Naples, The People, who are naturally fond of. 
Novelty, and have not half the Senſe of Eſop's Aſs, were 
= forward enough to afliſt the Rebels; And it was thought;

III tell you what a Trick I play d em one day. Tis the

One Evening, when our Overſeer had vex d us, I re- 
ſolv'd to be reveng d on him; and, for that purpoſe, 
having provided myſelf with a Spunge, while nothing 
Vas to be heard but the horrid Noiſe of the Diſciplines, 
and the wretched Voices of thoſe that ſung Miſerere, I 
placed myſelf near the Baſon of Holy Water, and having 
XX empty'd it by the Help of my Spunge, I pour'd, in its 

&Z Room, a Viol of Water, the Nature of which was, to 
blacken, in an hour's time, any Place moiſten'd with it. 
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2 *X Al the Students of the Seminary, and all the Fathers of

Nobody could tell what to make of 
ſuch an Adventure; and it was not till after ſeveral Pray- 
ers and Exorciſms had been ſaid over every one of us, 


that they perceiv'd the Devil kad no hand in the Co- 
i medy, N that the Water which had ſo dawb'd our 
Faces, was nothing but a little Vitriol diſtilld with a 
few Drugs, which a Chymiſt, that liv'd over- againſt the 
2X Seminary, had given me, to play the Rogue with my 
& Companions. And rather than not be reveng'd of the 
& Overſeer, who had affronted me, I choſe to exerciſe my 
Jalent on the whole Community. However, notwith- 
ſtanding all the Methods made uſe of to diſcover the Au- 
& thor of” this Piece of Malice, as well by Threats as In- 
& treaties, I was only ſuſpected, but never accus d thereof. 
And fo, we were all oblig'd to ſtay within, for three or 
four days together, and not ſtir out of the Houſe, upon

a Brotherly Friendſhip. His Family enter d Rome, alt 
| 8 ta became fo inſolent, as perfectly to maſter ti 
Pope himſelf, who did unheard-of Actions. I need ns 
mention his Enterprize againſt France, which is know 
to all the World, and of which the Treaty of Piſa is a8 
everlaſting Monument. I remember, that in the Begin 
ning of Dom Marios Reign, the Roman Painters drew 128

ourſelves, for which we had no Time, the Tarks being 
aboard of us, before we perceiv'd em. All I could do, 
was, to hide the Marchioneſs's Picture, and: to abandon 
my Equipage, in which they, found ſo much Money, 


that they gave me the worſt Treatment, to make me 
. propoſe a Ranſom. Ametli was the only Perſon pleasd 


with this unfortunate Adventure. He preſently made 


himſelf known to the Captain of the Brigantine, whom, ; 


to his great Happineſs, he found to be his Mother's 2 


Brother. Ametli had been taken by the Gallies of Ma- 


tha, when he was about Twelve Years of Age. At Thir- Þ 
teen or Fourteen, the Chains were put on him, and he 


was expos'd to Sale to the Merchants of Naples, who 
deal in Man's Fleſh. Being young, and very well ſhaped, Wl 


the old Marchioneſs bought him, and he had been in 
her Palace Twelve or Thirteen Years, when the Mar 
chioneſs made me a Preſent of him, to attend me to 
Aaliha. He was one of the jolly ſt Fellows that ever 1 
met with, and, at the ſame time, a very indoſtrious 
Slave. All the while I was in the Marchioneſs's Houſe, 
he was ſo over-officious to ſerve me, that he was jealous, 
if any other Slave did any Thing for me. He was over 
Joy'd, when his Lady told him, ſhe had given him to i 
me, and that if he took Care of me, ſhe would give 
bim his Liberty, upon my Return, which would be 1n4 
few Years. The Hopes of his Liberty made him fo ve- 
xy ſtudious to pleaſe me, that I never had occaſion te 
make the leaſt Complaint of him. His firſt Care, after 
| we had made himfelt known, was, to cauſe one 51 
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Suits of Cloaths to be return d me, and to rid me of 
che Chain that bound my Hands behind me. He told 
me, he was not able to obtain my Liberty of his Uncle, 

WF who was, as I faid before, Captain of the Brigantine; 
but that we were going to Patras, where he was born 
and bred, and where his Mother and one of his Ero- 
mers ſtill hv'd ; and, That he would make my Slavery 
W fo caſy, that I ſhould quite forget Naples. I thank'd 
him for his extraordinary Civility, and deftr'd him not 


80 ſuffer me to be ſent away from him, nor fold to the 
Merchants of Conſfantinople; by reaſon, I told him, 

= "ould be much eaſier for me to ſend to my Lady from 
the Morea,than from Romania; aſſuring him, that I ſhould 
never be unmindful of the Obligations he would lay 
upon me, by granting my Requeſt in that Particular, He * 
ſwore, that 1 ſhould be ſatisfyd of his good Offices; 
And the Truth is, he was as good as his Word; For 
the Change of his Fortune, upon his Deliverance from 
Bondage, made none at all in his Mind, nor ever took 
from his Acknowledgments towards me. And he was a 
Turk, not fo Turkiſh upon ſuch an o:caſion, as a great 
many Chriſtians, who are humble enough in Difgrace, 
but in the leaſt Proſperity, grow intolerably inſolent, 
and ſcorn to look upon their beſt Friends. 

As ſoon as we were arriv'd, the Tarkiſh Captain went 
to give the Governor of the Town an Account of his 
Prize, and of the Number of Slaves he had taken. We, 
= were immediately order'd into a Baſar, which is a kind 
of Market-Hall for that inhumane Traffick. "Tis the 
Cuſtom of that Country, to be expos d to Sale quite 
Naked, without any Regard to the Modeſty of Women, 
or the Deference they ought to have even for Nature; 
But Ametli did not only fave me the Shame of appearing 
in that Condition, but procur'd me to be bought by his 
Mother, and went with me to the Baſar, to thew me 
the Miſery of my Companions. I was then in my own 
Cloaths, and it was with Regret that Ametli came and 
told me, 1 muſt yield to my Bad Fortune, and put on a 
white Dreſs, as a Mark of my Slavery. This Beginning 
did not ſeem very hard to me; I took the Habit they 
* me, with all the Tranquillity imaginable, and 
made no manner of Complaint. My Miſtreſs, who was

Company, by reaſon the Wind was come contrary, he 
deſir d me to call Pietrocio, (for that was the Name A4. 
riola then went by) and come to him. Then ſtepping 
aſide, he told me, that he was going to communicate a 
Secret of the laſt Importance to me; That Antonio had 
reſolv d to murder me for the Lucre of my Riches ; That 
himſelf was one of the Accomplices ; but that he had 
never enter'd into that villanous Deſign, only to avoid

to convince me of his Sincerity, and that what he faid 
was true, he had reſolv'd to make his Eſcape with us, 
and not return to the Brigantine. I had, indeed, be- 
fore obſerv'd thoſe Seamen to make a private Signal a- 
mong themſelves, but never imagin'd they were capable 
of ſo hellith a Deſign! I deliver d thoſe Miſcreants 
from the wretched'ſt Slavery; and provided Riches e- 
nough to ſatisfy em, and ſend em home in a tolerable 
Plight ! And to reward me, they harbour'd the bloody 
Delign of murdering me! I gave Thanks to Cod, for 
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and promis d to adhere only to Him, and to break with 
all the reſt of the World. --- Let us, therefore, fave our - 
ſelves, ſays I to my Deliverer, and avoid thoſe Barbarians, 
who thirſt after our Blood, as well as our Eſtates. ----My 
Companions conſenting, we immediately made from the 
des. Coaſt, travell'd up into the Country all Night, and 
by Break of day, were got about Thirteen or Fourteen 
Miles from the Seaſide: But that Journey coſt me all the 
Skin of my Feet; and poor Pietrocio was ſo lame he could 
ſcarce ſtand, Being ſtill in our Tarkiſh Habits, we march'd 
in Fear, every Moment, leſt any one ſhould meet us, 
and raiſe the neighbouring Villages upon ug, whoſe In- 
habitants, we knew, would uſe us very roughly, and 
ſtrip us of every Rag of our Cloaths. I had a very fine 
Diamond about me, a Girdle quite cover'd with Turcois- 
Stones, and about ſome two or three hundred Sequins 
in Money; And tho this was nothing in Compariſon of 
JJC what 
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what J had left in the Brigantine, yet L was ſo glad I 
had eſcaped Captain Antonio s perfidious Deſign, that I 
bad no Regard either to my Wearineſs, or to my Loſs, 
I deſir d Monſieur Iuard, my Frenchman, to go to the 
next. Village, and buy Cloaths for Pictrocio and me; 
while we ſtaid for him in an old ruin'd Houſe, which 
we ſhew'd him. Having given him the Money requiſite 
for this purpoſe, he executed his Commiſſion with fo 
much Dexterity and Addreſs, that he return'd in the E- 
vening, with ſeven or eight Ells of coarſe Woollen- 
Cloth, and ſome Linnen, and other Things ſufficient to 
make us Three a Suit of Seamens Cloaths each. Nor 
had he forgot Bread and Wine for our Inſides, while he 
took ſuch Care of our Outſides. He inform'd us, 
farther, that we were in the Territories of Lagoſta, and 
that it was but Four days Journey, thence, by Land, to 
Miſſina, and One days Voyage by Sea. We made it our 
firſt Buſineſs to make our Tar-Drefſles ; and, for that end, 
tarry'd three days in the ruin d Houſe, which being ſi- 
tuate on the Top, of a little Hill, gave us a charming 
Proſpe& of the Sea, and of every the leaſt Veſſel that 
approach'd the Land. In that time, Pietrocio ſowing ex- 
tremely well, and Mard being not far behind him in 
that Art, our Cloaths were finiſhd, and we were com- 
po Sailors, The day after we had run away from our 

rigantine, we perceiv d her to return to the vcry Bay 
in which we landed; and the Fear 1 was in, leſt that 
curſed Crew ſhould go in queſt of us, made me very im- 
patient till 1ſnard was return'd from the Village | had 
ſent him to. As ſoon as he arriv'd, we told him the 
Grounds of our Apprehenſions; But he inſpir d us with 
fre!h Courage: For being an excellent Pilot, and skill'd 
in all the Parts of Navigation, he aſſur'd us, that the 
Brigantine had been oblig d to put back upon thoſe 
Coaſts, by reaſon ſhe had, while at Sea, met with a Wind 
directly contrary to their Paſſage to Maliha; and that it 
would be impoſſible for her to budge from thence, before 
the Wind chopp'd about. This Anſwer gave us fo great 
Satisfaction, that we ſlept more ſecurely than we had 
done before. As ſoon as it was Day, to Work we went, 
all Three, upon our Cloaths ; and arriving, the third day, 
a Village three Leagues from our Ruins, we there re- 
. . ceiv d 
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ceiv d Advice, that a Turkiſh Galley had brought on Shozr 
@ Brigantine of Slaves who had made their Eſcape from 
Patras, And this News was brought thither but the 
day before, by one of the Slaves, who had had the Bool 
er to give the Infidels the Slip, 
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Creator, the unſearchable Paths of whoſe Wiſe 
Providence I humbly adore, as well for my Delive- 
rance from ſo extreme a Danger, as for bringing me out 
of ſo many Perils and Diftreſfes, into the Haven of Reſt 
and Comfort! ----At laſt, we arriv'd at Lagoſta, which 
Town is one of the fineſt Monuments of the Grandeur 
of the Ancient Romans, for the many curious Antiqui- 
ties that are ſtill to be ſeen there: Particularly, the Re- 
mains of the Temple dedicated te Galatea, which ſtands 
upon the dea- ſide; Polyphemns's Den, and the great 
Helf, that is reported to be the Rock, which that Giant 
pluck d from the Mountain, to cruth Acis. The Place 
8 ſitrate upon one of the pleaſanteſt Coaſts in the Uni- 
aſe ; and its Inhabitants are very courteous, and good 
uicians. There are but few Noblemen among em;

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that I forgot all the Fatigues of my Journey, upon the

had written to me, deſiring I would come to him, a" 


and, conſequently, not in a Condition to undertake that

thip he made me, in Return, by offering me even bis 
Houſe and Table, begging of me not to refuſe him, and 
aſſuring me of the Eſteem he had for me. But it was 
not long, before I made Trial of his Generofity. Two 
or three days after the mortifying News which Ctrani 
had brought me from Naples, preſs d on all fides, and

tune as to his own. But I now found myſelf pennyle,

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à Country where I had been fo generally known, and 
where I was ſtill likely to get new Acquaintance. in a 
word, I had a ſtrong Fancy to try, whether Don 7uan's 
Offers of Service were ſincere or not. I told iu that 
if he'd pleaſe to permit me to wait on him home, I had 
ſomewhat of a Secret to impart to him, Which 1 could 
not, without ſome Inconvenience, put off to znort ex time. 
He immediately offer d me a Place in his (Coch; and 
we were no ſooner cowwe into his Parlour, Hut I made 
known to him my Neceflity, and what Occaſion I had 
for Relief.

Oity. This Induſtry and Addreſs which People have to 
pet Money by, is call'd, by the Miſers and Tyrants, Rob- 
bery, Felony, Knavery, Villany, and what not? but 
among Men of Parts, tis ycleaped, Addreſs, Ingenuity, 
Cunning, and a thouſand other pretty Names which ti 


that incomparable Trade. The Rich, who have bought, | 


at a high Rate, che Power of committing Injuſtice with 
Impunity, don't love this kind of Addreſs, and punis 
it ſometimes a little too ſeverely. But for one that they 
hang, a thouſand eſcape the Gallows ; for Judges have 


never order'd Reſtitution to be made, of Things talen 


with a bonne grace. | 
How, Sir ! ſays [to that Satanical Maſter; Would you 
Have me turn Thief, becauſe I am poor! Id rather die 
a thouſand Deaths, than it ſhould once enter into my 
Thought! No; III periſh with Hunger firſt ! and the 
very Idea of that Crime frightens me, and makes me 
tremble for Fear! Who ſpoke a Word of Thieving, or 
of Crimes? anſwer d he, with a ſmilins Conuntenaitt: 


*Twould be a fine Thing indeed, if Taking dexteroul 


wherewithal to keep Body and Soul together, ſhould be 


counted Robbery! On the contrary, 'tis to fulfil the De 


gu of Providence, which is, that we ſhould vort i 


our Living. Now, you have no other Trade to get yu 
Living by, than that of Taking ; and, therefore, Jo 
muſt have Recourſe to That, if you deſign to live. An 
ſo, in ſhoxt, you have nothing to do, but to reſolte 
whether you will work, or ſtarve! If you ou - 
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diligent, and ſet your Wits to work, there's the fineſt 
Opportunity to-day, that you could have with'd ; The

Crowns worth of Jewels entomb'd with him in the 
Grave : Now, 'prithee, tell me, Whether would they 
do You or the Dead moſt Good? and, Whether tis not 
down-right Felony, for the Dead to carry their Pelf 
with em into t'other World? But, are you a Man that 
dare undertake ſuch a Jobb? ---- There's a hundred Fi- 
ſoles for you, as ſoon as ever you deliver me his 
Ring and Croſs, Boy ! —— Well! III leave you for 
about an hour, becauſe I muſt go and write to Seville, 
Confider of the Propoſal I have made you, and be nor 
timorous : That's a Defect becoming only Women, or 
People witHout' Hearts, ---- I muit needs fay, I was 
ſtrangely ſurpriz d with this Kind of Reaſoning ! I had 
got a good Dinner in my Belly, but where to ſup | knew 
not! They would no longer truſt me, at my Inn, for 
the Bed I lay on; but had turn d me among the Swallows 
— Martins, where J had a new Bedfellow almoſt every 
ight. 
The Thoughts of a hundred yellow Boys ran in my 
Head, to the Tune of a curſed Temptation! Sure! 
thinks I to myſelf, there's no great Harm, in Taking that 
which is uſeleſs where it lies, to ſupport me, in my great 
Need! The Miſchief would be, to be ſuppriz d in the 
Fat! Thus having floated a long Hour between Ver- 
te and Diſtreſs, at laſt enters Don Juan, who ask d me, 
Whether I was a Man? I anfwer'd him, Ves; and 
that I perceiv'd, I muſt reſolve to do ſomething ; but 
that I 1d not know which way I could ſucceed in an 
Affair of that Niceneſs. You muſt act, ſays he, accord- 
ing to your Wit, and according to your Need, and 
the Neceſſity you are in; but, above all things, take 
Care you ben't ſurpriz d. Go into my Wardrobe, and 
lee what you want, and then go about your Butineſs.

Having long hearken'd to the Reproaches of a tender 
8 on one hand, and the preſſing Reaſons 0 

eceſſity and Miſery on the other, I, at length, took 
Courage, lit a Wax-Candle at the Lamp, and went di- 
rectly to the Chappel where the Abbot had been buy. 
The Stone not being yet fix'd, I found it no hard Mat 
ter to remove it, but ſoon got to the Coffin, and, conle- 
quently, to the Body. I preſently firipp'd it of its Or 
raments, but found the Fingers ſwell'd ſo extremely 
that it was impoſſible for me to get off the Ring, what 
ever I could do. Being impatient till I had gone thi0 
Stitch with my Work, I whipt a Knife out of my Pocket, 
and cut off the Finger ; fo taking the Ring, his Pe 
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Croſs, and ſome Pearls that were upon his Mitre, I got 
up into the Chappel, put the Stone over the Grave a- 
ain, and return d under the ſame Altar where I had hid 
myſelf before.

Invention is thought to be Pope Sixtus the Fifth's, who, 


to clear Haly of the Banditti that infeſted the Roads, 
and renderd em impratticable, induced em, by Re- 
wards, to maſſacre one another. A thouſand Crowns, 
therefore, were ofter'd as a Reward to any one that ſhould 
diſcover me; and the Chaplain had given ſo exact and 


natural a Deſcription of me, that I was forced to flee 


for Refuge, to Don Juan's, for fear any one ſhould view 


me too narrowly, Tho' the Prieſt's Habit, which I had 


put on, were a ſufficient Diſguiſe for me, yet, as the

took. The firſt Church I came at, in I went, all in a 
Fright, without confidering where I was, *Twas a hap- 
y Turn for me, that this happen'd to be juſt about 
[Io when very few People were in the Streets : and 
nobody took notice of my Confuſion. A little after 1 
had been in the Church, I found it was the Cordelzers, 
and throwing , myſelf upon my Knees before the Holy 
Sacrament, I fancy'd, that God ſpoke to, me, and or- 
der d me to ſerve him in the Monaſtick State, into which 
he had ſo often call d me.

He was then 
giving Audience to ſeveral Lords, who were come to 
wait on him; and I was told, he would be at the Theſe 
that were to be held by the Dominicans of Santa Maria 
I had taken Care to make my Brother Beggar my Bo- 
ſom-Friend, and he had all my Concerns ſo much at 
heart, that I was reconcil'd to the Trade of Begging, for 
his ſake. Aſſur d of his Friendſhip, I deſir d him to 
leave me alone, to revenge the Affronts they had put 
upon me, and to fay, we had loſt one another at ſuch a 
time. I waited till the Hour appointed for beginning 
the Theſes, and underſtanding that the Arguments were 
already open'd, I went in Toldly, with my Wallet at 
my Back, and placed myſelf before the Monk of ny 
Order, who was .to' diſpute. I railly'd him very hand. 
ſomely, and turn'd his firſt Argument into ſo much Ri- 
dicule, that knowing me, and not having Brains or 
Learning enough to confute me, gave off at his ſecond 

Syllogiſm, 1 could not, for his Life, ſay another 
Word. At that I ſtood up, and having demanded Leave 
of the Aſſembly to take my Brother's Place, whom, | 
pretended, ſome unforeſeen Accident, and not Igno- 
rance, had filenced, I took up the ſame Argument, and 
with my Wallet upon my Shoulder, led my Diſputant 
ſuch a Dance, that he was quite confounded, and coull 
make me no other Anſwer, than by abuſive Language 
This Action made a great Noiſe among the Monks; tor 
which Reaſon I went and threw myſelf at the Cardinal: 
Feet, and demanded his Protection, which he not only 
readily granted me, bur took me home in his Coach, 
and ſent word to the Superiour, that he was anſwerable 
for me, and that his Palace ſhould be my Convent 
Thereupon, the Superiour came to wait upon his Emi 
nence, to reclaim me, and deſire him not to give Shel 
ter to ſuch a wicked Monk, who made uſe of the M. 
Sick Art, to appear Learned before Men, and who, 0 


n 
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the Bottom, was but an ignorant, conceited Fellow. 
The Cardinal, who was a Gentleman of excellent Parts, 
and knew what Tricks.the Monks were capable of, pro- 
misd the Superiour to cxamine into the Affair; and 
aking me aſide, laid his Commands upon me, to tell him 
the Truth, I was thinking, at firſt, to imitate the Silence of 
Jeſu Chriſt before Pontius Pilate ; but conſidering 1 was 
repreſented to the Cardinal, as a proud, conceited Cox- 
comb, was afraid that ſuch a Behaviour in me would 
make an ill Impreſhon in the Mind of my Frote&or. 
Having, therefore, related the whole Hiſtory of my Life 
to him, except changing the Names of my Father and 
other Relations, I brought over the Cardinal entirely to 
my Intereſts, and made him laugh at the Malice and Wic- 
kedneſs of my Enemies. | | 
| am apprehenſive, that in writing theſe Memoirs, 
People will blame me, for ſpeaking, with too grtat 
Freedom, of the Monaſtick Life. And 1 am fo much 
the more liable to Suſpicion, in that I write em in a 
Flace, which gives but an indifferent Notion to any 
thing that concerns Religion ! But I call Heaven and 
Earth to witneſs, that I have no Deſign to run down 
that State, either in general, or particular. There are 
Wiſe, and Good, and Holy Men, among 'em ; and I 
know, that the Scope of every one of em, is, to unite 
himſelf with God: But 'tis as certain, on the other 
hand, that All do not attain to it, by reaſon they hanker 
too much after this World, and the Things thereof, 
which they pretend to have abandon'd. And tis even 
undeniable, that there are a great many Monks, who 
have nothing elſe of Religion about em, but their Ha- 
bit; and that theſe are as capable of Envy and Jealouſy, 
3 other Men: And this is ſufficient to juſtify the Truth 
ot what I write concerning them. 
Cardinal C. . , therefore, knowing the Monks were, 
aronted, and enraged againſt me, refoly'd to ſnatch me 
out of their Hands; and for that end, wrote a Letter to 
Father Franciſco Barberini, ProteQor of the Order, de- 
ſring him to ſend him an Obedientia, to permit me to 
demain in his Palace; for that it was his earneſt Deſire, 
to keep me as his Chaplain. The Protector, to whom 
a Account had been given, in Writing, of my Action 
a the Theſes, had ſworn he would trounce me for t, and 
| ccox- 
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accordingly, took a very pretty way to perform his Ozth,

He granted me an ample and honourable Obedientia, and 


wrote an excellent Epiſtle to the Cardinal my Protector, 
thanking him for the Honour he did to one of his Chil. 
dren ; diſapproving the Conduct of the Superiour at 
Naples towards me; blaming the Provincial for havin 
oblig'd me to quit the Courſe. of Philoſophy, which | 
Had begun to teach; and promiſing to make up that Af. 
front to me, and repair my Honour which they had en- 
deavour d to tarniſh, by nominating me Reader of Di. 
vinity in the Convent of the Hil Apoſtles at Rome, 
if his Eminence was pleas'd to approve of that Nomi- 
nation. 

This Letter being communicated to me, I found my- 
ſelf under a ſtrong Temptation to go and be Profeſſor at 
Rome, as being of Opinion, that that was the likelieſt 
Place for me to expe& Preferment in. My Head way 
already poſſeſs d with the Mitre and Purple; fo that! 

imagin d, 'twas almoſt impoſſible I ſhould miſs em. I 
declar'd, therefore, to the Cardinal, That if his Emi- 
nence thought fit, I would accept of the Protector's Of- 
fer ; and, for that purpoſe, ſhould be glad to take Ot- 


ders, as ſoon as might be. The good Cardinal, who was 
much better acquainted with the Monks than J, advis d 


me not to take the Exchange, aſſur d me, That all thoſe 
ſmooth Words were nothing but a Lure, to draw me in; 
That he would, indeed, give me Orders, (which he did, 
about a Week afterwards) but, That if his Advice were 
taken, I ſhould by no means go to Rowe. His Diſſua- 
tons ſerv'd only to increaſe my furious Deſires, who 
was fo vain, as to believe, the Cardinal had more Re- 
gard to his own Satisfaction, than to my Intereſt, He 
perceiv'd my Sentiments by my ill Humour, and fo, 
without ſaying another Word to me, wrote to the Pro- 
tector, to ſend the Obedientie he had propos d. Nor was 
it long before I receiv'd it. I ſer out with abundance 
of Joy, and taking my Leave of the Cardinal, be 
wiſhd me good Succeſs, but bid me remember bis 
Advice, x 

How apt are young Perſons to deceive themſelves, 
when they imprudently reje& the Advice of grave and 
judicious Men, and ſuch as Age has furniſh'd with 
long Experience of the World ! ---- 1 foon ny _ 
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tad fooliſhly flatter'd and chous d myſelf, by entertain 
ing ſuch fond Ideas: For, no ſooner was J arriv'd at 
ume, in Company with Signor Barberini, but J 70 
ceiv d an Air of Coldneſs, which gave me ſome Pre- 
ges of the wrong Step J had taken, and of the Mif- 
ſatunes which afterwards befel me. He told me in the 
Evening, that he would cauſe my Obedientia to be read 
in a fu Chapter, and bid me, therefore, be preſent 
thereat, I readily obey d him, and went; But how was 
[ confounded, to hear myſelf ſentenced as a Rebel and 
Fomenter of Diviſions! In a word, they condemn'd 
me to Six Months Impriſonment, to appear three times 
Week in the Hall, without my Cowl, while the other

She was ſtil} - 
the greateſt Beauty in all Greece, and juſt in the Bloom 
of her Years, capable of heating the wiſeit, or moſ? 
temperate Man, with the Flames of Love! Booſcercmer 
was very well Teceiv'd by that charming Fair, nor was 
he debarr d of any Hope, ſince ſhe aſſur d him, that with 
the fame Hand that he preſented her the Head of her 
rfidious Spouſe withal, he ſhould take hers, and all ſhe 
*) That raſh Lover, having been inſtructed in the 
Ceremonies of our Religion by the Yenetian, who was 
an arrant Rogue, diſguis'd himſelf in a Prieft's Habit, 
and ſail'd from Patras in the Barque which he himſelf 
had caus'd to be fitted out for that purpoſe. They ar- 
nd, by Night, in a Road near the Fare; and ſoon af- 
ter reach d Meſſina, The Turk, in ſeveral Voyages that 
he had made, had learnt Spaniſh and Italian enough for 
People to underſtand him, and made all the Grimaces of

The intolerable Vexation of your Abſence, the Fear of il 
not finding you, and Fatigue ſhe had undergone at da, iſ 
had fo impair'd her Health, and weaken'd her whole 5 
Frame, that her Decay was viſible, as Wax before tht N 
Fire! At length, ſhe died, with the Word Lu aiſem iu 
her Mouth! Not long before the expir'd; ſhe con- 
manded me to find you ont, and to aſſure you of he: &

Zaide, with all her Charms, had never gain d my rea 5 
Affection; and tho I had marry'd her, I had no other

ſuffer d in Queſt of me, Generoſity, Gratitude, Lov, Wl \'

knew 2 hew to inform myſelf of that Truth, but de- 
ſir d Gabrielle to unfold the Myſtery of this Affair.

And this is ſuch a Truth, that neither he, 
nor any one of his Family, has, ever ſince that Impiety, 
known how to ſpit. May it pleaſe your Excellencies to 
make the Experiment of what I tell you. He ſtands 
there. Be pleas'd to ſend for his Daughter, and all his 
Rzce; and if any of em ſpits, I'll no longer ſcruple to 
marry the charming 7J#4ith. This Diſcourſe put the Se- 


mtors, and all that heard him, into a Fitt of Laughter z 


and the Doge being preſent, immediately commanded 
the Merchant to ſpit. He anſwer'd, That indeed he 
could not, and own'd that the fame Inconvenience at- 
tended his whole Family. This Affair made a great 
viſe at Venice; every one look d upon it as a kind of

| fer turn'd Chriſtian ; and his Example was follow d by 
the rich Merchant and his Daughter, who got Inſtructi- 
ons in the Myſteries of our Redemption, while I wa 
Preparing to turn Jen, to ſooth up the Paſſion | had en- 
Dein d in behalf of the beautiful Ether. The Day of 
my Circumciſion was appointed for the firſt Friday in 
Aarch, when the Operation was perform d in the Pre- 
ſence of Four Witneſſes : And ſuch, indeed, was my 
Blindneſs, that I really believ'd, there was no Religion 
better than that of doſes, But to confirm myſelf yet 
more in that Faith, I undertook to write a Book, which 
I entitled, De duobus Impoſtoribus, Of the Two Impoſtors, 
I did, at firſt, but a little Sketch of it, dedicated to the 
Mind enlightned, and free from the Prejudices of Reli- 
| gion and Education. My Manuſcript was ſent into Hi 
[and, and ſent back to Venice, very well printed. The 
Curious who ſaw it, gave one to the Pope's Nuncio, 
who, thereupon, made all poſlible Search to diſcover the 
Author. And inaſmuch as I was daily ſeen to have pri- 
vate Conferences with the Fews, and the Style was, be. 
ſides, very agreeable to mine, they preſently ſaſpeRted 
me, and ſet Spies to watch me. Nor was it long before 
they ſeiz'd me, one Night, coming out of the Synagogue, 
in order to carry me to the Inquiſition. 
Flad my Enemies been leſs paſſionate, they had now 
infallibly ruin'd me ; But fo eager were they to deſtroy 
me, that they muſt pretend to thut me up in the Inqui- 
ſition, forſooth, without Leave from the Republich 
which is, upon all Occaſions, very jealous of the leak 
Violation of her Authority. Nor did ſhe fail to op- 
| poſe my Ruin with Vigour ; but reſoly'd, herſelf, to 
take Cognizance of my Crime, and ſent Secular Com- 
miſſioners to me accordingly. You muſt needs think, 
that in the Three Months Time which I had been cloſely 
impriſon d in the Inquiſition, and permitted to ſpeak to 
no Perſon, I had not forgot to prepare an Anſ: ver touch. 
ing the Book I had written, In a word, I made ſo good 
an Apology for it, that my Commiſſioners judg'd me 1 
nocent, and aſſur d me, three days after, that I ſhoul 
be ſet at Liberty, as ſoon as they heard from Rowe, wit 
ther they had diſpatch'd an Account of their Proceed:

wainſt me. Accordingly, in about Eight or Ten days, 
the Nuncio himſelf came to take me out of the Inquiſi- 
tion, and aſſur d me, that his Holineſs was fo well ſatiſ- 
fyd with my Reaſons, that he had charged him, to pro- 
tet me on all Occaſions. I receiv'd, with abundance of 


Joy, the News of my Enlargement, and of the Honour 
his Holineſs was pleas'd to do me. The Danger I had 
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eſcap d, join d with my Ambition, ſoon baniſhd Love 


fom my Heart. I thought no more, either of the beau- 
tiful Ether, or of her Father, but having learnt the Ca- 
lala, had got all I aim'd at, by making myſelf a Jem. 
But Ether, who regarded me as her Husband, and with 
whom I had liv'd as ſuch, for the Space of Eight Months, 
roy'd to be with Child. She was inform'd of my 
argement by Spies whom ſhe had employ'd for that 
purpoſe ; and finding, I did not come home to her, and 
conſequently, that ihe was deceiv'd in me, fought all 
manner of ways to be reveng'd on me. On the Day of 
the Bleſſeq Virgin's Conception, I repair'd to the Convent 
of my Order, where the moſt Serene Republick us'd to 
be preſent, The Preacher, who had prepard to harangue 
that Auguſt Audience, was ſeiz d with an Indiſpoſition; 
ſo that he could not pronounce his Diſcourſe before em; 
Whereupon, I immediately offer'd to take that Friar's 
Place. My Requeſt was granted; I preach'd with abun- 
dance of Applauſe ; and nothing but Exclamations of 
durprize were to be heard in the Church, after I had fi- 
niſh's my Oration. I had prov'd therein, That the 
Bleſſed Virgin was free from Original Sin, by a Grace 
of Predeſtination, a Grace of en, and a Grace 
pt Revelation. And from this Principle, I concluded, 
That Mary was purer than all the Angels, in the Boſom 
of God; freer than all Mankind, in the Boſom of Na- 
ture; and more glorious than all the Saints, in the Bo- 
bm of the Church.

I tarry'd ſome time at Venice, 
mthout asking a Queſtion concerning either Signora 
Ether, or her Family. Nor would I venture into the 
fe s Street, for fear of reviving the Suſpicion, w_— 
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| to do me Julie, and become my Friends, Zo Jai, 
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had like to have coſt me fo dear juſt before. On the 
other hand, neither did E/ther's Father, nor herſe|f 
dare to accuſe me, for fear of being both burnt alive; 
but ſtifled, as much as poſſible, the Grief occaſion'd þy 
my Treachery, and promis d themſelves a Vengeance, 
er to the Magnitude of the Affront I had offer 

At laſt, the Time was come, when my Ruin attended 
me; and there was no way left to eſcape my cruel Fate! 
Nay, I verily believe, Heaven itſelf then conſpir d a- 

inſt me; For the famous Comet, which appear d, 


ſome time in Advert, in the Year 1679, prognoſticated 
my Deſtruction. All the Men of Letters in Europe were 
eager to explain the Conſequences that might attend that 


ſtrange Phenomenon. The Learned Padua, and polite 
Muſes of Bologna and Florence, publiſh'd ſeveral curious 
Diſſertations, and foretold a thouſand Events which ne- 
ver came to paſs.

| WH to the Palace of Pope Ianocent XI. who admitted me to 
us his Toe, and, with a forced Smile, affur'd me, he 
eus extremely glad to fee me at Kome, Having thus vi- 
+ WH fited-his Holineſs, and declar'd my Defire to go, in the 
e next Place, and pay my Reſpects to the Queen of Sveden, 
the Superiour was ſo kind, as to go with me thither 

alſo. Her Majeſty was ſurpriz d to ſee me, and ask'd 
ne, in Hebrew, which the ſpoke very well, under what 
1 WI Security I was come again into a Country, where I had 
o formidable Enemies? I anſwer'd her, in the ſame 
. longue, that I had nothing but her Majeſty to fear; and 
- that, would her great Soul but forget the Errours of my

could inflict of Cruel. She was pleas d to aſſure me then, 
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dat ſhe'd forget all; and that the Misfortunes to which

That all Rome had been alarm at the News of my Apo- 
ſtacy at Venice; and, That my Ruin would be unlamen- 
ted by all, after the ſcandalous Character they had given 
of me. I anſwer d, with Tears in my Eyes, That I 
look d upon my Ruin as inevitable; but that | was go- 
ing to loſe myſelf in Philoſophy ; and that all Europe 
would ſpeedily be alarm'd at the diſmal Events which 1 
was about to foretel, in the Explication of the Comet.

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Day appointed for me, being, at laſt, come, I opend 
my Diſcourſe with eftabliſhing the Syſtem of the Me. 
teors, their Matter, and good and evil Qualities. I pro- 
ceeded, next, to my Fredictions, and, as if inſpired by 
the Spirit of God, begun with that of the Prophet 
remiah's Lamentations, Quomodo ſedet = Crvitas pleng 
populo, &c. How is this City, full of Abominatiom, 
Mill left Randing ? Is it poſſible, O Romans, that you 
fhould be ignorant of the Evils which threaten you? 
and that this City, ſo loathſome for its Frauds, and Im- 
zeties, ſhould longer eſcape being turn'd Topſy-turvy? 
hat we read in Hiſtory, of the Attilas, the Alaricks, 
the Didiers, the Henrys, and the Germans in the laſt 
Ages, is but an Earneſt of God's revengeful Juſtice pre- 
par d for this abominable City. She is, at preſent, gi- 
ven up to Impunity, Injuſtice, Impurity, and all the 
moſt ſordid Vices and Enormities ! In her, all the mof 
inſolent and unruly Pafhons range! And in the midi 
of her, the moſt crying Sins are perpetrated, under the 
ſpecious Colour of Religion! God can no longer bear, 
with Patience, That in one Corner of the Earth, 
Handful of Men in Maſquerade ſhould make Him ſerve 
Their Diſorderly and Beaſtly Paſſions! His Vengeance 
will ſhew itſelf in the Comet, which foretels the Fall 
of the Weftern Empire, by the Invaſion of the Tark : 
The Taking of Vienna, and Ravages committed in all 
Parts of Germany! Whole Europe in Arms, and fighting 
er the Truth! In a word, an almoſt unheard- of 
rodigy ! You ſhall ſee the Father arm'd againſt the Son! 
and the Goods and Revenues of the Church apply d to 
the Deſtruction of the Church herſelf, and to carry on 
the Deſigns of her Enemies! The Spirit of Diſcord has 
already laid the Foundations of his Empire in the North! 
His poiſonous Breath ſhall infe& both the Ends of the 
Earth! Nor is there a Tree ſo ſtrong and high, as not 
to bend under the Violence and Strength of his infeQt- 
ous Blaſts! May the Jonah, who has excited this Tem: 
eft, periſh! and be tumbled headlong into the Sea 
y the Ships that carry this Crew of Pirates founder, 
and ſuffer an eternal Shipwreck ! 
After having utter d theſe fatal Predictions, with an 
Air of Prophecy, my Voice fail d, wy Spirits droop'h 
and J fainted away. My Eyes being ſhut, and Deaths 
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le Looks ſitting on my Countenance, inſpird the 
whole Audience with a kind of Suſpicion, that I had 
nen Poiſon, to extricate myſelf out of the Hands of 
my Perſecutors. My Oration had laſted almoſt an Hour, 
and I had exhibited ſuch an extraordinary Doctrine con- 
terning the Conſequences of Comets, that not one in 
any Age eſcap d me, without a reaſonable Account there- 
of, The Hiftory I had given of thoſe Things added no 
ſmall Weight to my Predictions : Wherefore, ſome 
boking upon me as a Man of extraordinary Parts, o- 
wers as a hot-headed, raſh Fellow, I was blam d by Moſt, 
ind generally abandon'd by All. | 
The numerous Cardinals and other Prelates, who were 
preſent at my Action, were altogether bent on my Ruin 
ind therefore, inſtead of carrying me, in my Fitt, into 
the Convent, away they lug me to the Inquiſition, and 
commit me cloſe Priſoner to a Dungeon.

Never did 
Wretch long more for, Death to deliver him, than I did 
i that time! and if they had not taken the Pxecaution 
Þ clear the Room of whatever might have ſerv'd to a- 
bridge my Days, I had certainly undertook that deſperate 
Enterprize ! God, who had abandon'd me to the Evil 
my Ways, gave me up to the moſt furious Rage, and 
dlackeft Deſpair! My Mind, which was abundantly 
more over-caſt with the Blackneſs of my Crimes, than 
was my Dungeon with the entire Privation of Light, 
mas capable of forming no Notions but of Darkneſs and 
Horrour! Thus was I three days, without fo much as 
haking, or receiving the leaſt Nouriſhment ! The Jay- 
br, whoſe Buſineſs it was, to carry Bread and Water to 
tte Penitents, was amaz'd to ſee, that for three days I 
al not eaten any thing; and giving Advice thereof to 
tte Preſident of the Holy Office; that Gentleman per- 
mitted him to come into my Hole, Morning and Even- 
ts, and endeavour to yield ſome Comfort to my afflicted 
ul! The fourth day, therefore, I heard ſomebody 
en my Door, but at what Time of Day, I knew not; 
br in that Place of Horrour, ſempiternus horror inhabitat, 
Frlaſting Terrour dwells, 1 imagin d, at firſt, that 
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they were come to take me out, in order to drag me to

At laſt, having, in ſome meaſure, recoverd WM jj 
my Tranquillity, I told him, That I was ſenſible of my N 
Crimes, and, That I was not afraid of Death, but I. 
riev'd with the Thoughts of my unfortunate Life. He WM tic 
latter d me with the Wo of doing me ſome Service, | 
made me eat with him, and would fain have perſuaded WM yh; 
me to drink ſome of the Wine he had brought; but as Ml th 
I did not naturally love it, I would, by no means, taſte Po 
it. Deſiring him to let me have a Candle, and ſome WM th; 


Books to paſs a little Time withal, he aſſur d me, That WI Ry 
that were as much as his Life was worth ; That they bn. 
muſt proceed fair and ſoftly in the Affair of my Liberty; ¶ ha 
That he was willing to ſerve me, and would therefore WM un 
keep his Compaſſion from the Knowledge of my Ene. kr 
mies, who would, otherwiſe, ſurely turn him out, and Wl Me 
expoſe me to the Brutality of a new Keeper of their 
own Stamp. I knew not whence this ſo unexpected He. 
lief came; and rack'd my Thoughts, in vain, to guel 
the Perſon to whom I was obliged for the Benefits | re 
ceiv'd, and the fair Hopes that were given me. At lalh 
I arm'd myſelf with Patience, and by degrees, (as for 
merly, 1 in the Dungeon of the Aſſyrians) offer'

Rime ; and your Misfortune has mov'd but a very ſmall | 
Number to Pity ; but thoſe few will never abandon you. 
Live, therefore, added my good Friend, with as little I 
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Concern as your Condition will admit of. You are not 
the only unhappy Man ! But, to tell you a Piece of 
News, Next to this very Dungeon, is that of the Man, 
who has made as great a Noiſe at Rome, as any living, 
and whoſe Reputation has been as good, both for San- 
dity and Probity. Tis Doctor Michael Mol inos, a Spa- 
nard by Birth, who was taken up yeſterday about 
Noon, and is to appear, with two of his Diſciples, at 
I: Minerva, there to hear Sentence of Condemna- 
tion.

doſe Friendſhip, without ſeeing one another; for we 


communicated our Thoughts to each other thro' a thick 


Wall, in which we had, with Time and Pains, ſcratch'd 
Hole with our Finger-Nails. I muſt needs fay, I ne- 
ver met with a Friend fo eaſy in Adverſity, and fo pa- 
tient under Afflictions, as that Spaniard was. For, not- 
withſtanding the Rancour, and Malice, and Injuſtice of 
his Enemies, I never heard him utter the leaſt Complaint 
zainſt Them, nor, indeed, any Word that might argue 
Impatience. For my part, I knew not what to think of 
him; but if he was really guilty of the Crimes laid to 


his Charge, he was alſo arriv'd to the higheſt Pitch-of 


that Prayer f Quietneſs, which rais d him above all the 
Accidents, and Troubles, and Incumbrances of this mor- 
tal Life.

erw d it, and took all poſſible Care to yield me Relief; 
And, whether it was owing to the Goodneſs of the Re- 
medies which he forced me to take, or to the Hopes he 
aways fed me with, of getting, one day, over all my 
Miſeries z moſt certain it is, that, after Two Months 
Kekneſs, my Fever entirely left me; and I perceiv'd, 
to my Sorrow, that my Deſire of Death would not 
bring it, and that, after all, I muſt yield an entire Sub- 

ſon to the Decrees of Providence. I had now-been 
livt up above Twenty Months, and my Prifon and I 
vere become much better acquainted: than at firſt, 1 
tent my Thoughts on a 50 which 1 had a great Itch 
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to write, againſt the Rigours of the Inquiſition ; and 
notwithſtanding: the continua! Agitation of my Mind, 
I ſtill continued to repeat all that ever ! had Jearnt from 
my Infancy. I invented certain Rules for bettering my 
Memory, and us'd ſuch a particular Exerciſe for that Fa- 
culty of the Soul, that I can fafely ſay, I never heard any 
thing which I have not retained, or which I cannot re- 
tain as long as I live. At laſt, one Palm- Sunday, my 
Keeper came and told me, That People abroad talk d of 
putting me to Death, and, therefore, I ought to die 
like a Philoſopher ; That the People were incens'd a- 
gainſt me; That the Anathema had been pronounced 
againſt my Book ; and, That they thirſted for my Blood, 
to atone for the horrid Blaſphemies which I had ſpewd 
out againſt Feſus Chriſt, 1 gave an eaſy Ear to all theſe 
Particulars of ſuch a cruel and adverſe Fate ! You will 
have the Maſſola, added he, with an Air of Melancholy, 
and your Members will be divided into Four Quarters ! 
Then J ask d, what Day was appointed for that inhumane 
Sacrifice? Wedneſday in the Holy Week, replyd he; 
and your Sentence was pronounced laſt Saturday-Night.

As ſoon as I recover d myſelt, 
Feen to rehearſe the Pſalm, In exitu Jjrael it 
Aab, When Iſrael came out of Egypt, &c. and 
gave it a more brisk and lively Air, in hopes of enjoy- 
ing, ſpeedily, a Repoſe, out of the Power of all ny 
Enemies to difturb. 1 embraced my Keeper, who was 
all in Tears, and, in my Turn, encourag d him, who 
had before been fo officious to give me Conſolation, for 
the Space of Three and twenty Months that I had been 
Mut vp in the Dungeon. It was he, who inform d me, 
towards the latter end of my Impriſonmert, 2

indebted, for his good Offices, to a Nun of S. Seiter, 
whoſe Name was Koſalia. Tas ſhe, who engaged the 
Preſident of the Inquiſition, ſays he, to afford you. this 
ſnall Comfort; and you can't imagine what Pains ſhe has 
been at, to procure your Liberty: But your Enemies are 
too powerful, and nothing, leſs than your Blood, can 
zppeaſe em. I could not ſuppoſe, that a Keeper would 
behave himſelf towards me with ſo much Reſpect and 
good Manners ; and the Name of my Benefactreſs put 
me immediately upon conſidering, that the. Preſident 
himſelf might be the Keeper, who paid me his daily 
Viſits. I was confirm'd in my Conjecture, when I call d 
to mind, that he would never hear of allowing me any 
Light ; and that, by the ſmall, falſe Glimmerings of my 
Hole, it was impoſſible to diſcern any one's Features. 
Nor could] forbear, at the mentioning of Rofalia, to 
fetch a deep Sigh, and recal to Memory all that the and 
my dear Miſtreſs, the unfortunate Marchioneſs of 7. . , 
had ſuffer d upon my Account! I fpent three or four 
days in profound Silence, and without hearing a Sylla- 
ble! But when I told Molinos the Meſſage they had

Since you know, that you muſt die one 
day, What Matter it it, whether it be to-day or to-mor- 
ow? And, with Submiſſion, is not a Sickneſs, whigh 
makes you ſeveral days a dying, far crueller than a Hang- 
man, who eſtcems it a Pity towards you, to take (away 
your Life with a Jerk ? Ah! Father Colli, continued u 
Never bely your Interpretation of the Comet. lat 
Boldneſs, which has thrown you into this Flace of 
Darkneſs, has made the whole City of Rowe trend! 
Your Fear, therefore, of Death, would give Pegple ge- 
ion to laugh at your Faintheartedneſs! Death is the 
Iouch- ſtone of a Noble Soul; and a wiſe Man-behokts 
it coming W th the ſame Indifference, as he takes tlie 


brent of the moſi common Accident. 
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Whether the Diſcbutſe of that illuſtrious Gentleman MW tv 
perſuaded me, or not, tis moſt certain, that I enjoyd z Wl 
more than ordinary Tranquillity ; and that I had now Wl vi 
no other Grief in my Priſon, than the Expectation of WW tv 
ns ſuddenly lead forth to be executed! Mean time, 
I made very few Reflexions on Eternity; and whether Ml to 
my Stoical Vertue was rather a Stupidity oecaſion d by Wl of 
Fear, than a generqus Motion; I was ready to die, Ml or 
without once thinking of what would become of me af- Wl cl 
ter Death. I never conſider d myſelf either as a Son of Wl an 
the Church, or as a Child of Jae! ; but waited for I. 
Death, as the Thing that would deliver me from all my 
Troubles. The Defire I had to die, was purely Mate- er 
rial, and had nothing of the Good Man in it. On WW ar 
Tueſday in the Hol-VWiek, about Six in the Evening, 1 /« 
Heard ſomebody open the Wicket of the Dormer-Win- 
dow thro' which they us'd to convey to me, once a day, 
my Allowance of Bread and Water. I was then in a 
Doze, but waking, demanded, whether they were come 
to carry me to the Scaffold? A Voice, altogether un- 
known to me at that time, anſwer'd very low, Si pale 
« della ſua Liberta, They talk of your Liberty. I fancy d, it 
was either a Dream, or that an Angel had brought me 
that Piece of News. But the Voice ſoon moderated my 
Joy, by aſſuring me, that I ſhould not die, but end my 
Days in the horrid Priſon of the Inquiſition. This Ap- 
endix to the former Part gave me ſome Pain; but at 
t, I conſider d, that it was a great Point gain d, not 
to be cut to Pieces upon a Scaffold. I recover d, by de- 
grees, my former Tranquillity; and two hours after, 
dhe ſame Voice (for I never ſaw any Perſon) came and 
bid me take Courage; for that I ſhould be taken out of 
my Priſon, and ſent on board the Gallies ; but that! 
need not much concern myſelf at being a Galley- Slave, 
ſince I ſhould never want the Charity of my Friends, 
ſum̃eiene to make my Life very eaſy and comfortable. 
: Theſe Aſſurances threw me into ſuch an Extaſy, as had 
Uke to have coft me my Life: For the Thoughts of ſee- 
ing the Light of the Sun again, and breathing open Au, 
made ſuch an Impreſſion on my Soul, that 1 found my- 
-felF heart-firuck, and every Vein within me chill'd. My 
Heat, almoſt extingniſh'd, was long returning; and, in- 
deed, ever ſince that Fitt, I have not found my Conſi

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tution ſo good as it was before, my Joy having given me 

2 kind of Trembling, which 1 am not yet rid of, and 

which redoubles, as often as I think of my Misfor- 

tunes.

ton. I remain'd, ſome time, at St. Peter's Galleries, 
quite amaz'd with the Thoughts of the ſingular Favour 
had receiv d. Being put to't, for a way to get out of 

Rome, 1 went into the firſt Street, which preſented it- 

ſelf to my View; and that happen'd to be 14 Longara. 

By that time I was got upon Situs-Bridge, the Clock

Aantorio, and there throw myſelf into tlie Tiber, and ſwim 
oſs it, for Tivoli, where I deſign'd to take up the 
little Box which Koſalia had bury d in Cardinal C. . .

Veyard, By chat time I had taken three or four Steps 
car 


tun from whence I came, in order to get to S. Peter 
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I heard ſome People talking, about twenty Yards from 
me, and, as dark as it was, perceiv d I was ſurrounded 
with Archers. At that, I took two or three Steps, and 
got into the Baſon, where I ſtood like an Image, till [ 
perceiv d, that thoſe Villains were gone by, and that 
they did not look for me. As ſoon as ever | got out of 
their Clutches, I purſued my Deſign of ſwimming the 
Tiber, which I did very ſafely; and finding myſelf a- 
bove. Mount Teſaſſo, on the ſide next St. Paul's, with- 
out the City, made ſhift to reach St. Sbaſt ian s, about 
Three of the Clock, and thence continued my Journey 
directly for Tivoli, where I arrivd in the Evening, 
half-dead.

In a word, he had 
only a little Hole in the fide of a Rock, and the Cloaths 
he wore were all that he cover d himſelf with o' Nights 
I went on, till I arriv'd at Tivoli, which I could not do 
before late at Night. I would not go into the Town, 
by reaſon every Houſe was as much dreaded by me, 3 
if it had been haunted by evil Spirits. I went, there 
fore, to the Cardinal's Vineyard, with which I was've 
ry well acquainted ; and climbing over the Wall, went 
directly to the Fountain, where I knew, the Treaſut 
left me by my dear Miſtreſs was. bury d. Day came 
on apace, and the Fear of being ſurpriz d by ſome of 
the Gardnert, made me tremble, and act like one out © 
his Senſes. I had fo well imprinted in my Meru a 
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the Place that Roſalia had ſhew'd me, that I was not 
Jong in queſt of it ; but was forced to make uſe of my 
Nails, inſtead of a Spade; for they were both long and 
hard enough, inaſmuch as they had ſerv d me for Knives 
and Sciſſors, above two Years; and had been us'd to 
that kind of Work, by continually Scratching the Wall 
of my Priſon in the Inquiſition, in order, in time, to 
work my Way out.

But I was in the 
zreateſt Surprize, when I found my Miſtake ! For no 
Perſon is ſuffer d to go thro that Flace, without being 
ſopp'd, and carry'd before the Governour. All I could 
do, was to truſt to Fortune; and going into the Town 
xccordingly, I made towards the Sea-ſide, in order to 
ſee for a Felucca, bound for Leghorn, whither I reſolv d 
to tranſport myſelf. I had not gone far, before I eſpy d 
a Detachment of Sbirri coming up to me, no doubt, to 
ſee who I was. I knew no readier way to get rid of em, 
tan by going into the Church of the Facobins, (the 
ual Throne of the Inquiſition) where ſeeing no Per- 
bn, I went into the Pulpit, watching, ſome time, whi- 
der the Sbirri came after me, or not.

He anſwer d, that he 
would; and ſaid, he ſhould be oblig'd to me, if I did 
him a Kindneſs, by reaſon he was very poor, and had a 
large Family. With that I tipp'd him a Handful] of bi- 
ſtoles, and deſir d him to accept em, upon condition he 
would change Cloaths with me, and give me his Imple- 
ments. | aſſurd him withal, that my Demand was 
grounded upon a Vow I had made to God, that I would 
make the Fortune of the firſt poor Fellow I ſhould meet 
in the Church, and change Cloaths with him, to atone 
for a Sin of Pride which I had lately committed. [ 
ſaid this, in ſo whining and perſuaſive a Tone, that my 
Country-man, touch'd more with the Sum of Money 
which I had preſented to him, than with the Force of 
my Eloquence, reply'd, that he would conſent to all | 
ask'd, provided the Money I gave him wauld not draw 
him into ſome Snare. I aſſur d him, that he might ſet 
himſelf at Reſt, as to that Point; Whereupon, we both 
Arippd, and I took the Peafant's Habit, and he that of 
an Abbot. In this Equipage, half-cover'd with Dirt, | 
went directly to the Harbour, where finding, by good 
Luck, a Veſſel juſt ready to fail for Leghorn, I gave the 
Maſter Two Crowns for my Paſlage ; and arriv'd there 
three days after I had left Guita-vecchia. 
The firſt thing I did, after my Arrival in a Land of 
Safety, was, to change my Peaſant's Habit into one 
more ſuitable to the preſent Situation of my Affair.

fon? He told me, my Landlady could direct me to 
him, He was no ſooner gone, but I ſent for a Taylor, 
and gave him Directions, tho ſtill abed. I order'd him 
to get a good Cloth, and make me a Suit after the hi- 
wze Faſhion. This done, I appear d upon the Exchange, 
making uſe of an Halian Gibberiſh, ſcarce intelligible, 
and ſold all my Jewels, except one Ring, which 1 will 
keep as long as I live. I contracted a cloſe Friendſhip 
wit Monſinis Claude ; and being thus full of Money, 
nothing was wanting to complete my Happineſs, but to - 
be free from the Terrours of the Inquiſition, which ſtuck 
doſe to me, all the while I remain'd on Italian Ground. 
However, as Monſieur (Claude determin'd, ſoon after, to 
return to Geneva, I reſolv'd to go with him, and ſee 
that Enemy of Rome, But before I take my Leave of 
Leghorn, I can't forbear relating a Paſſage, that happen d 
during my Abode there. 

A young Gentleman of Florence, of the Family of 
Gntucio, ſo famous for its Antiquity, but become pogr, 
dy being in Diſgrace with the Medicit; this Cavalier, 
Lay, being a younger Brother, ſpent his ſmall Revenue 
at Leghorn, and „ee by a ſmall Matter of Mer- 
chandizing, which he follow'd, to maintain himſelf 
like a Perſon of Quality.

2 Deſcription of that City; whoſe Situation is bad 
enough, being ſurrounded, on all ſides, with Mountains, 


wentaries, The Buildings are but very indifferent, and 
is Territory extremely narrow; But then, the Inhabi- 
tants are To indefatigably laborious, that from their very 
Infancy, they are taught, by ſome Method or othet, to 
earn their Livelihood; They are extraordinary civil and 
courteous to Strangers; and particularly, to ſuch ad are 
Refugees for the Religion contriiry to that of Rome: 
There you are never trobbled with the Sight of Beggars 
fre Legs and other Eilthineſs; not does the Stink theres 
if infect the Churches, as in ſame other Places: There, 
either does the Uſury nor Knavery of the Burghers 
freaſe the Wheels of the Coupſtllor's Chariot, nor ſuf- 
fer the Attorney to build or buy fat#ly Houſes : There 
i exact Polity awes the Butchers and Bakers, and makes 
the Ale: honſe-VVitef ſpin. In a word, I faw, at Geneva,; 


or the Lake Lemain, ſo often mention d in Cſar's:Cbm- 
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that which 1 never did in any other Part of the World; 
hat is, a great City, which ſeem d to be but as one 
Houſe; always regulated by Labour; and always thrivine Ml, 
by. Trade. Alas I wqyld, 7 often ſay, admiring ſuch — , 
kent Urders, Are not theſe Inhabitants true Chri/ian; Wifi 
une they expreſs, by all their Actions, the Maxims off; 
e and can I think, that ſo Pure and Evange- 
ical Vertues are / of no Uſe to ſuch a Number of good 
Men, hom the Catholicks condemn? This Thought 
zerplex'd me, for forme time; and as I lodg'd at an 14 
ian s, who had formerly been a Monk of my Order, 
and had left the Monaſtery upon the Account of ſome 
il Ufage he had reeeiv'd, 1 ask d his Opinion of the 
Fenets which are there profeſs d? My Landlord gave 
me an Account of his Faith, without abundance of He- 
fitafioh ; but as he ſeem'd ignorant in ſeveral Matters 
which I. put to him, 1 would not rely on his Deciſion 
of my Doubts, but made it my Buſineſs to infinate 
myſelf into the Converſation and Aequaintance of the 
Miniſters. Signor Beneditti, a Lucqueſe, who was indeed 
2 great Scholar, but _—_— conceited, was the Per- 
fon, who then made the greateſt Noiſe, and charm'd 
his Heaters with his Eloquence. I fouhd means to gain 
his Converfation, under Pretence of inſtructing; myſelf

with a Letter from Rome, wherein I was convinced oi ke 
the Kindneſſes of my dear Roſalia : For I had vritteſ te 
her word, four or five Months before, that being arrlv FI ve 
at Geneva, I found myſelf, at laſt, in a Country of LAW A 
berty, where my Retirement would be ſecure again ai de 
the Attacks of my Enemies. She was extfemely co m) 
cern d for the unexpected Flight of the Preſident of ti in 
Inquiſition, who was a Perſon of as bright Parts, as 2" vic 
in Rome. He was, beſides, extraordinary genteel ; in 
Shape was very fine ; his Deportment eafy and free; 1 l c 
his Converſation witty, and full of Charms. Add . Co 
cheſe, that his Affection for Roſalia was ſtrong and ig for 
violable; and the knew how 10 value the Efteem of focl ¶ ap 
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Gentleman. It was ſhe who had engag d him to fave 
my Life; and my Enemies were appris d thereof, by the 
private Advices they receiv'd from Leghorn and Geneva; 
for it was to no purpoſe to conceal themſelves ; the 
whole Matter, being, at laſt, diſcover d. Thereupon, 
my Enemies, who had been lull'd aſleep with the Re- 
port of my being dead, wreak'd all their Malice upon 
Signor de . . . . , who vaniſh'd in an Inſtant. Roſalia in- 
form'd me of a great many more Particulars, concern- 
ing the Queen of Sreden, who had fallen out with the 
Pope, upon the Score of Franchiſes. Some Politicians 
would have it, that it was nothing but a Contrivance to 
ſet Germany and France together by the Ears; ſince, as 
there was no doubt, the latter wopld come to a Repture 
with the Pope, that Action would be Colour enough 
for the League to fall foul on France, and endeavor; to 
lower her.

lore, took the Habit of an Eccleſiaſtick; and having 
Uply'd myſelf to the Vicar-General, with a counter- - 
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feit Exeat from Venice, which 1 had forg'd, I was per, 
mitted not only to adminiſter, but to preach and teach 
They offer d me Scholars for Theology; but I would not 
undertake any Charge ſo publick, but adher d to a few 
private Gentlemen, who loaded me with Honours and 
Civilities. We heard of the Departure of Monſieur de 
Lavardin for Rome; and ſoon after, the publick News- 
Papers inform d us of his Entry into that Capital of the 
Univerſe. We knew well enough the Obſtinacy of Pope 
Innocent XI. not to give him an Audience; having juſt 
before ſhut up St. Lenis's Church, and excommunicated 
the Ambaſſador.The Eyes of whole moe were attentive 
on the Event of all that Buſtle ; and a little Time unra- 
vel'd the Myſtery.

Thoſe Verſes; which I ſhall not repeat here, becauſe 

they have already been diſpers d through all Parts of E- 
rope, gave a lively Deſcription of Innocent XI.'s Humour, 
with an Account of his Country, his Origine, his De- 
Feats, his Want of Capacity to govern, and his Want of 
Prudence in governing. I only dropp'd one Copy of it, 
one — in the Square of Belltcour, and the 
next day they were innumerable, and in every ones 
Mouth. Several Perſons of Quality came and defir'd me 
to explain to em the Poetical Fancies therein; but I 
appear d very reſerv d upon that Occaſion, having re- 
ſolvd to have nothing to do with Bigots; which fort 
of People are as dangerous in France, as elſewhere. 

I enjoy d, at Lyons, all the Eaſe and Satisfaction I 
could with. Janine grew taller every day, and became, 
at the ſame time, both delightful and ſerviceable to me, 
My Houſe was always crowded with Perſons that came 
to conſult me, whether their Fortune would be good or 
bad; ſome of my Predictions having hit pretty right, 

and given me the Reputation of an extraordinary 12. 
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r. At laſt, a rich Burgher of the City dying the ve» 
y day that I had unluckily foretold, I was forced to re- 
move my Quartets from that beloved Place, where 1 
got abundance of Louisd Ora. A Burgher's Lady, young 
and handſome, coming, one day, to know her own an 
her Spouſes Fortune, I aſſur'd her, That ſhe would be 
id of him at ſuch a time, with the neceſſary Circum- 
ances to give Weight to my Prediction. She fulfill d 
it, unfortunately for her poor Husband, but in a diffe- 
rent manner from what J had meant; for being quite 
weary of the Burgher, whom ſhe never could endure, 
ſhe help'd, herſelf, to accompliſh my Prediction, by 
treating her Husband with a Meſs of Poiſon, at the Time 
had foretold. His ſudden Death ſtruck the whole City 
with Surprize at my Art of Conjuration, The Burgher's 
Relations, being Men of more Senſe than to join the 
Vulgar in their Credulity, and knowing, beſides, the 
Miſunderſtanding there had formerly been betwixt him 
nd his Lady, ſuſpected, That an Talian foretelling the 
Death of any Perſon, might effect the fame by Subtilty. 
In a word, they got the Deceas'd Body ſearch'd ; and 
the Phyſicians and Surgeons unanimouſly agreed, that 
he died of Poiſon. The Wife was immediately ſecur d; 
ind one of the Phyſicians, who was preſent at the Search, 
being my very good Friend, came and told me, what 
People ſaid of me, upon Account of the private Deal- 
gs ſhe was known to have with me. | | 
knew, that I had fail'd in Prudence; and that the 
Ide of calculating Nativities was a very dangerous 
ome, Wherefore, having return'd my hearty Thanks to 
ny Friend, for the Care he took of my Reputation, I 
pos d every thing for my Departure. I took all my 
Cold, and prevail d with Fanine to follow me, leſt any 
Mixfortune ſhould befal her. That Girl, whoſe Will 
Ws altogether dependent on mine, promis d, without 
being, in the leaſt, daunted, never to forſake me; and 
Wisd me, to diſguiſe ourſelves, as we had done be- 
bre. She reſum'd her Livery, and I put on a rufty, 
ack Suit, all in Rags, with an old dirty Shirt, no Per- 
Wue, and a Hat with ſeveral Oilet-holes thro it. Thus 
qupp'd, I ſet out from Lyons, begging the Charity of 
well-difpos'd Chriſtians, and feigning myſelt blind. Nor 
Uthe Stratagem fail of the deſit d Succeſs, I took 
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the Route of Paris, with Deſign to ſee that Capital; 
for which Reaſon, I made no Wn any Og the 
way, but affected to go all the By-Roads, and, where 
there was any, to Iodge at Monaſteries, to prevent any Ac- 
eident that might otherwiſe happen, But I met with no 
aritable Perſons in all the Conyents I was at, having, 
for the moſt part, found it a difficult Matter to get fo 
much as a Lodging among em; for I was not ſo happy, 
as to meet with the like Reception every where. I re- 
member a Paſſage that mightily pleas'd me, upon that 
ad, at Seſane en Brie, a little Place, about 20 Leagues 
from Paris. I went up to a Gentleman's Houſe without 
the Town ; and it being about the Middle of December, 
and my Tatters ſcarce covering any Part of my Body, a 
Olergyman, who came to the Door, took pity on me, 
and let me in. Being entred, with Janine, in her Foot- 
Boy's Dreſs, and the Dog which I had brought with me 
from Geneva, we were conducted into the Kitchin, and 
there plac'd by a good Fire- ſide, till the Gentleman, who 
was juſt ſet down at Table, ſhould be gone out. After 
Supper, all the Valets came and beſieged the Fire-ſide, 
in order to make ſport with me. Mean time, the Prieſt, 
who had let us in, did not violate the Hoſpitality due 
to Strangers; but blam d and filenced thoſe raskally Fel- 
lows, and bid me not mind the Jokes of ſeven or eight 
Villains (as he call'd 'em) who had made themſelves 
merry with me for above an hour. As I murder d the 
French Tongue in ſpeaking, it was no hard Matter for 
that young Abbat to find out what Countryman I was, 
as, he told me in Lalian, which he underſtood perfect 
well. I anſwerd him with my Eyes much better than 
with my Tongue, The few Words | ſpoke to him, made 
him ſenſible, that I was not the Perſon 1 went for; 
whereupon, . redoubling his Generofity, he order d me 
an Apartment above my Fortune, and better than he 
wy have*allow'd me, if he had known me. In 2 
word, I was conducted into a Chamber richly furniſid 
and having a good Fire in it; and my Eccleſiaſtick ha- 
ving embraced ine ſeveral times, intreated me to lie in a 
very god Bed, The next day, before we ſet out, he 
came himſelf and breaktaſted with me; preſſing me 10 
take a Crown, which he gave me out of Charity. At 


that time, I could not refit his Generoſity, but told fin 
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[did not want Money; That a Reaſon of Conſcience 
had oblig'd me to travel under that Equipage, and to 
beg my Bread; That he was not deceiv'd in taking me

My Broker brought me, 
immediately, an Armenian Habit, and, two Hours after, 
one of the ſame for Janine. Under this new Metamor- 
phoſis, I went and took Lodgings in the Dauphine-Street, 
upon a ſecond Floor, at a German Woman's, who lett

| had ſcarce been a Fortnight at Paris, but ſpending. 
profuſely with one Hand, and giving liberally with the 
other, 1 met with ſeveral Perſons, who made Propoſals 
of Diverſion to me, Some Women alſo made Attempts 
upon my Liberty ; but all to no purpoſe. Fanine was 
young and fond.; She lov'd me paſhonately z and I had 
vo leſs Affection for her, which oblig'd me to ſlight all 
the Offers made to me by others of the fair Sex. Ne- 
vertheleſs, one day, I had very like to have been drawn 
away by a young FrajteVWoman, as I came out of the I- 
lian Play-houſe. Obſerving a pretty young Perſon to fix 
her Eyes very earneſtly on me, as the fat in her Shop, I 
ad a great mind to ſpeak to her, Going up to her ac- 
vrdingly, I bought ſome Apples of her, and entertain d 
er with a little of my broken French. I was ſurpriz d, 
but a Perſon who look d ſo mean, thould talk fo _

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and be Miſtreſs of the European Languages. I left her, 
not without making ſome Reflexions, and continu'd to 
ſee her every day, under Pretence of ſtaying till the Play 
degun. Fanine, -who was very fond of me, was fearful, 
that Paris would go near to coſt her the Loſs of my 
Heart. She found me more ſerious than ordinary, and 
not daring, out of Reſpect, to ask me the Cauſe of my 
Melancholy, made uſe of her Eyes, to reproach me

man, and took care not be concern d in any Affair of 


Gallantry, with the Perſons of that Town. _ 

My only Study at Marſeillos was to get Money; for l 
had a mind to fave enough while I was young, to main- 
tain me in my old Age. To this end, I oP an Expe- 
riment of artificial Coral, and preſented a Chaplet of my 
own Making, to 2 Goldſmith, who took it for real Co- 
ral. I ſpoke to him of my Secret; and he offer d me 
500 Piſtoles for ſo many Pounds of it. In a word, I re- 
ceiv d 200 Piſtoles in part, to encourage me to go about 
my Work. And I had certainly got an Eſtate by that 
Commodity, if all the Men of that Buſineſs (knowing 
that their Brother-Trade receiv'd ſuch a Quantity of 


 Counterfeit-Coral, and fearing that it would be the 


Ruin of their Art) had not combined together, to put 
down our Traffick. I was; therefore, oblig d to go from 


Marſeilles to Aix, to plead my own Cauſe, which J loſt, 


becauſe, indeed, 1 deſerv'd fo to do. I had about One 
hundred Piſtoles left, of the Two which I had receiv'd. 
The Goldſmith was ſentenced to deliver up all the Coun- 
terfeit-Coral he had, into the Hands of the Syndic of 
their Company ; and 1 was forbid, under ſevere Penal- 
ties, ever to deal any more in that Commodity. While 
I was at Aix, about my Law-Suit, I had a mind to view 
the Curioſities of that fine City. I pretended to be a 
Chineze, and was very deſirous to know, whether, in 
the College of Feſuites there, none of that Order had 
travel d thither, and was thereby capable of finding out 
my em For this purpoſe, I repair d to the Col 


lege of thoſe Reverend Fathers, and asking for the 


Teacher of the Mathematicks, they ſent me 2 Doctor 
of Philoſophy, who was a very learned and able Man. 
The Mathematicks ſery d only for his Diverfion ; and! 
had ſcarce been in his Company a Quarter of an hour, 


but I perceiv d, that in that illuſtrious Body, all the 
Poblick Offices were fill d with Perſons of ſingular Merit 


2nd Politeneſs ; ſo that one may fitly compare that Col- 
lege to a Seminary, which not the moſt malignant Wins 
can ever blaſt, 1 ſpoke to him of a Secret for the Mer 


morty, of which he deſir'd to ſee the eri nt. W 
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fore, having conducted me into the Library, and call d 
in ſeveral of the Community, I read over two Leaves of 
the firſt Book they put into my Hands, only once, and 
repeated em without Book, Word for Word. 1 pre- 
ſented the Father-ReQor with a Viol of Liquor, which 
ſent forth a continual Smoke, as ſoon as it took Air, 
That Secret ſeem'd to them new and marvellons. Mon- 
freur de . ; . ., Intendant of that Province, a Gentleman 
of Wit and Gallantry, being inform'd thereof, deſir'd 
to ſee me, and having made him the like Prefent, he 
ve me in 1 Louis-d Ors, with a thouſand 
roteſtations of Good-Will and Eſteem. Even a Supe- 
riour of the Minims, who was, by Chance, in that 
Town, and had heard of my Ampolla fumente, muſt needs 
ke it, and gave me fifry Crowns for one. Thus having 
ot Money enough, and Fanine being come from Mar- 
fille to Aix, we reſolv'd to leave Provence, and took the 
Route of Languedoc. I was extremely deſirous to ſee 
Montpelier, The Character that Place had gain d for its 
Univerſity of Phyſicians, tempted me to fee it; and I 
arriv d there about the latter end of Autumn, and imme- 
diately ſet up a little Perfamer's Shop. I had made up a 
kind of Waſh-Ball, which brought me the Cuſtom of 
the whole City. I had, moreover, made ſeveral Li- 
quors, cold and hot, very pleaſant and agreeable to the 
Taſte ; ſo that I had i allibly ot an te in that 
Place, if the Perfumers had not ſent one of their Com- 
pany to me, offering me a hundred Piſtoles, if I would 
retires and threatning me, in caſe I refus'd, to wreak 
all their Malice upon me, which muſt needs be very dan- 
gerous. I had already but too many Enemies and En- 
vious, and deſir d not to add to their Number, by my 
Obſtinacy. I accepted their Offer, therefore; and, 
three days after, ſet out out for Toulouſe, where I arriv'd 
by the Canal, on St. Andrew's Day. I was no ſooner 
come to that great City, but I took care, in the firſt 
place, to change my Name and Dreſs. I call d myſelf 
Rozelli, and by Leave of the Capitouls, open'd a Shop, to 
ll all forts of Liquors and Perfumes. The odd Names 
that I gave to my 
of Calden. I made it my Buſineſs to receive People 
with an extraordinary civil and obliging Carriage, In a 
word, I found myſelf in a fair way of getting as much

Money as I pleas'd, in a little Time; for I ſold nothing 
without a conſiderable Profit, and my Shop was always 
crowded with Buyers. Some carne for the ſake of the 
Liquors ; Others to game ; and others, again, purely 
for the Company, which my Houſe was conſtantly full 
of. Even the Scholars of the Univerſity made me fre- 
quent Viſits. But my Trade did not long flouriſh in this 
manner. At the Return of Spring, the City became al- 
moſt unpeopled. Among the reft, thoſe who us d to 
frequent my Houſe went alſo ; ſome to their Country- 
Houſes, others to travel, and others to tranſact their 
ivate Aﬀairs. The Foreigners, who ſpend the moſt 
oney in Toulonſe, were likewiſe gone. As for the In- 
habitants, it was not by them, in general, that I got my 
Money; for, beſides that they axe not rich, becauſe 
they have no great Trade, they are naturally covetous, 
tho they are proud, and affect to appear great and mag- 
nificent ; In which they are like their Neighbours the 
| Spaniards, Mean time, I muſt do the Toxlonſars that 
uſtice, to ſay, that they are extremely ſprightly and 
quick, and very proper for the Management of Affairs, 
ſeldom failing in any of their Undertakings. They are 
alſo very ſincere in all their Actions, and of inviolable 
Fidelity in Traffick Their Nobility are polite ; and the 
fair Sex as great Lovers of Gallantry, as in any Place of 
the whole Kingdom of France. 16 Kart the Toxlouſans, 
in general, are very ſober ; and I obferv'd, that they are 
leſs Frequenters of the Cabarets, than of the Academies 
and Bookſellers Shops; and take more Delight in cultiva- 
ting the Mind, than in gratifying the Senſes. And were 
Tonlouſe but a Sea-Port, twould be one of the moſt flou- 
tiſhing Cities in Europe. | 
When I firſt ſettled in that Town, I pretended to no- 
thing more than the Selling of Lemonade; by reaſon, 
I thought, I might live in the greateſt Safety, under 
chat Diſguiſe. Nevertheleſs, I did not long enjoy the fl B 
Repoſe with which I flatter d myſelf. There were thoſe, I 
whoſe Envy carry'd em ſo far, as to inyent a thouſand Wi fe 
ſcandalous Lyes, to diſgrace my Houfe:” At firſt, I heard 
every thing that was ſald, without much troubling my- Wil 
ſelf about it; for I had made it Law with me, to let il © 
the World have their Saying in every thing. Mean time, 
as People are more ready to believe the Ill, than the 
9 g Good, 
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Good, that is ſaid of a Man, the curſed Calumnies 
which were rais'd againſt me, found Credit. My Ene- 
mies gain'd their End ; and my Houſe became ſuſpected 
by all the Gentlemen who us d to frequent it. My Af- 
fairs thus growing worſe and worſe, I concluded, that 
Toulouſe was not the Place where I could fix myſelf to 
my Mind. Tis true, when I firſt came, I got Money 
apace, ſo that had I gone on with the ſame Succeſs, I 
could not have -fail'd to get an Eſtate in a ſhort time; 
But Fortune chopping about, put me upon the Reſolu- 
tion of leaving a Kingdom, every Province whereof had 
Defeats ſo intolerable for Foreigners. I had long ago 
thought of retiring to Holland; but could not go thi- 
ther, in time of War, without being oblig'd to change 
my Name, which was too hazardous. So I reſolv'd to 
remove to ſome Place near the Sea ſide; and accordingly, 
having ſent all my Moveables on board a Boat, that was 
oing for Bourdeaux, Fanine and 1 arrivd there in the 
pe 5 of April, 1684. . 
he Proſpect ef that fine City ſtruck me with an 
agreeable Surprize ! The Beauty of its Harbour, the Si- 
tuation of its Streets, and charming Air of the Inhabi- 
tants, join'd with a continual Commerce, that draws to 
it all the Riches of the North; all theſe, I fay, ſoon de- 
termin d me, to take up my laſt Abode in ſuch a delight- 
ful Place. As I arriv'd there in the Spring, I had a great 
Deſire to try, whether the Liquors that were ſold there, 
would hinder the Sale of thofe which I deſign d to fell. 
I obtain'd Leave to open a Shop, at the Gate of Medoc, 
at the End of St. Katharine-Street ; and found it imme- 
diately crowded with Cuſtomers, Thus being poſted in 
the moſt convenient Place I could have wiſh'd, my Profit 
was ſo conſiderable, that in two or three Months, I had 
gain d, in Bourdeaux, above 200 Piſtoles. Nevertheleſs, 
this was not the SubjeR of my greateſt Joy at Bordeaux: 
But the evident Marks of Friendſhip and Eſteem, which 
I receiv d from Meſſieurs de Sourdis and Rupertaire; the 
former, Governour of Guienne ; and the other, of Ca- 
ſtle-Trom ette; join d with their Protection and Conver- 
Ration ; drew a Veil of Oblivion over all the Misfortunes 
ok my Life; and I enjoy d a far greater Tranquillity, 
than 1 had done ever ſince my Departure from Home, 
The Truth is, in all the other Towns of France, Aut 
| | made 
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I made any Stay, I had not been able to eſcape, either 
| troubleſome Suits, or the dreadful een of 

being known. Every where elſe, the Noblemen carry d 
themſelves with an Air of Pride and Stiffneſs to me, the 
Burghers were inſolent, and the People troubleſome and 
miſchievous. In Bourdeaux, I had, once a day, at my 
Houfe, the principal Nobility of the Place, the moſt re- 
find and affable Sort of Burghers ; and had abundance 
of Service done me by the meaner People, who are very 
zealous to oblige Foreigners. I had ſcarce ſold my Li- 
quors a Fortnight, but an Abbot came in, one After- 
noon, with a Merchant of that City. I knew the Cler- 
gyman at firſt Sight, as having not only ſeen him elſe- 
where, but alſo receiv'd ſuch Civilities from him, during 
the Time of my Troubles, as could not but leave in my 
Mind a laſting Fw reſſion of his Aſpect. Wherefore, I 
no ſooner ſaw him coming into my Shop, but I ran to 

embrace him with open Fas ; and, without telling 
him upon what Account I receiv'd him in ſuch a man- 
ner, made him a thouſand Offers of my Service, and 
preſs d him to come and ſee me as often as he could; 
aſſuring him, that he ſhould not loſe his Labour, and 
that, perhaps, he ſhould be well enough. pleas d with the 
Acquaintance of ſuch a Perſon as 1 was. The Abbot 
was a Gentleman of wonderful Penetration, and the 
Jong Travels he had perform'd in ſeveral Kingdoms of 
Europe, had gain d him almoſt an univerſal Acquaintance, 
and a ſurprizing Facility, to. relate all that he had ſeen 
among Foreigners, He anſwer'd my Importunities, with 
Demonſtrations near as ardent as my own, and ated, 
with abundance of Pleaſantneſs, the Perſon of a Bar 
terer, and of one who thinks himſelf banter d. I knew 
this, by his telling me, that he did not know me, and 
that I muſt declare myſelf. Wherefore, having deſir d him 
to meet me the next Morning, at Five of the Clock, we 
walk'd together without the City-Walls, and going to- 
wards a Piece of Antiquity, call d Le Palais Galliere, be- 
ing an Amphitheater dedicated to the Emperor of that 
Name, by Poſthamus, Prefect of the Gauls of Aqui. 
tain, I begun to ask him, whether he did not remem: 
ber, he had ſeen me? and whether he had no Idea df 
me? At laſt, perceiving the Quandary he was in, | 


put him in mind of the good Office he had * 
IP >, done 
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done to a poor Man in the City of Trent. Never was 
Confidence receivd with more Tenderneſs and Offers of 
Service. Nobody knew ſo well how to pity the Unfor- 

tunate, as that Gentleman then did. He did all that a 
Friend could do for me ; and it was not his Fault, that 
I did not then bid adieu to my Troubles; for he fought 
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Occaſions to rid me of em. One day, as we were walk- 


ing in the Place call'd Le Chartron, upon the Banks of 
the River, he preſs'd me with ſo great Zeal and Tender- 
neſs, to accept of his good Offices to reconcile me with 
the Court of Rewe, that I found myſelf under an Obli- 

tion of declaring my Fears to him, and the Reaſons 
that hinder d me from doing it. I repreſented to him 
the Spirit of thoſe who compos d the Tribunals of Nome, 
and of the Miniſters who held the Pope by the Noſe, 
and could do what they would with him. I alſo inform d 
him of the Spirit of the dreadful Tribunal cf the Inqui- 
ſition, ſo contrary to the Spirit of Feſus Mriſt, and his 
Church. A Tribunal, to which one may fitly apply the 
daying of Ferrante Palaviciuo, in his Divortio Celeſte, to 
wit, that the Bridegroom had forſaken his Bride, be- 
cauſe he knew ſhe was a Proſtitute. 

My Friend did but laugh at my Arguments ; and en- 
deavour d to cure me of my Apprehenſions. But all to 
no purpoſe; For as he could not reconcile me to the 
Church, without firſt reconciling me to the Court of 
Kome, "which would know all; and as I could not diſco- 
ver to her all that was paſt, without accuſing myſelf 'of 
the moſt execrable Crimes, it had been to expoſe myſelf 
to the worſt Misfortunes, to truſt to the Clemency of a 
Tribunal, whoſe very Profeſſion it is, never to forgive. 
Thus I could, by no means, prevail with myſelf to liſten 
to the Advice, or obliging Offers of the Abbat ; but on 
the contrary, am ſtill afraid, notwithſtanding the Shel- 
ter I am under, and that I am in the Port of Reſt, that 
they will ſend Traitor and Sbirri even hither after me. 

Juſt as we had made an end of this Diſcourſe, another 
Abbot came up to us, who was a particular Friend of 
the former's. | I knew him very well, as having ſeen 
lum ſeveral times before. Our Converſation was imme- 
Liately turn d, and ran upon the Sacred and Profane An- 
tiquities, in which that Gentleman was a great Student. 
r relaged feviea! curipus dings e een eee 
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and thoſe which were ſacrific d by the Fews. And ha- 
ving long deſcanted upon the Hiſtory of the Queen of 
Sheba, of whom the Arabian Hiſtorians tell many true and 
falſe Stories, we, at laſt, retir d, having appointed a 
Rendezvous for the day owing: | 
The Mind of Man is the moſt extravagant and impe- 
netrable thing in the World! I was carry d away whe 
Notion, which I could not forbear communicating, the 
next day, to the Two Abbots. The Poſture of my Af- 
_ Fairs did not admit of a nobler Project! In it, my high- 
eſt Ambition was flatter d, and my Revenge had its full 
Swinge upon my Enemies. That noble Project, which 
as often as I think of, I cannot forbear laughing in my 
Sleeve, was, to tranſport myſelf into Mingrelia, and 
there ſettle, under the Protection of the Grand Seigneur. 
J aſſur d the Two Abbots, That if they would go along 
with me, I would make their Fortunes for ever; adding, 
That they would be perfectly ader d by the fineſt Women 
of the Country; That they would _ inthe Minds of 
all the Inhabitants, who were very ſimple, and conſe- 
quently, fit to receive any Impreſſions whatever; That 
we would ſet up a new Church, whoſe Heads and Apo- 
tles we would be, independent of all the other Patriarchs 
of the Levant and Weſt ; That the Porte would protect 
us againſt Rome, and againſt all the Chriſtian Sects of the 
Eaſtern Countries, for a moderate Tribute which we 
would pay him : In a word, That to engage vaſt Num- 
bers of Turks and Fews of our fide, we had nothing to 
do, but to introduce a kind of Circumciſion, which is 
already eaſy enough in the Mabometan Law. I back'd 
my Deſign with the Intereſt and Intrigue I had in the 
Levant, and eſpecially, at Conſtantinople ; and by repre- 
ſenting, with what Eaſe they might gain over ignorant 
and intereſted Minds, as the Tarks and Mingrelians are. 
he two Abbots having liſten d to me very attentively, 
eem'd to be of my Opinion, and, by the Ideas of Great- 
neſs and Felicity which they themſelves promis d me 
upon the Score of my Project, convinc'd me, that the 
beſt Mind is ſometimes capable of the greateſt Follies. I 
apprehended their Meaning, and laugh'd with them, at 
the Fancy of the new Sect, and new Church, which we 
had figur d to ourſelves. Our Converſation turn'd in- 
ſenſibly upon Hiſtorical Facts, which had Relation 4 
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the Subject of our Diſcourſe ; and thus we retir d to the 
City. One day, they were preſent at a Scene that was 
ated in my Shop, between a Prior and myſelf, about a 
Paſſage in St. Paul the Apoſtle's Epiſtle to the Romans, 
which he and his Companions were diſcuſſing. The 
Prior was highly affronted, that I, who was but a Le- 
monade-Seller, ſhould dare to ſpeak of the moſt difficult 
Places of the Holy Scripture ; and I was much more ſo, 
that he ſhould. pretend to command me Silence. I de- 
fy'd him to quote me a ſingle Paſſage of the Scriptures, 
in the Holy Tongues, that I could not tell him what 
Chapter it was in. Then I preſented him with a lon 
Commentary on the Paſſage which was the Subject o 
the Diſpute ; and evinced to the Prior, that it was not 
good to deſpiſe any Man, under what Dreſs ſoever ; for 
that St. Peter, under the Habit of a Fiſherman, and load- 
ed with his Nets, knew more of Divinity, than all the 
Sorbonne together. My Diſcourſe perfectly confounded 
the Prior; inſomuch that he went out of my Shop, 
hanging his Ears, that ever he had inſulted me. I ſhall 
not trouble my Readers with all that I did afterwards at 
Bourdean x, as being too foreign to my preſent purpoſe, 
which is, to entertain em with direful, but true, Rela- 
tions of an unfortunate Life, render'd ſo by the Snubs 
and Rubs of a, cruel and unconſtant Fate. | 
At laſt, at a Time when I thought of nothing Jeſs, I 
was oblig'd to leave that charming Place, where not only 
my Affairs ſucceeded, but I had made myſelf ſeveral il- 
laſtrious Friends, and enjoy d a thouſand agreeable 
Delights. | | | 
'Tis true, having gain'd the Reputation of an extraor- 
dinary knowing Man, for the ſeveral Experiments I had 
made there, in Things relating to the Phy/zcks, I might 
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have livd in the greateſt Tranquillity. But the vain | 


Preſumption of appearing above all the Learned, prom- 
pted me to explain the Cabala ; which was the Cauſe of 
my Tranſmigration. For this purpoſe, I got acquainted 
with two Perſons at Bourdeaux, who had the Reputa- 
tion of underſtanding that Science to Perfection. Theſe 
were the Count de.. . ., and the Abbot de.... The 


firſt had been initiated in that Science by one Moſes, of 


Fiirence, who after he had drain d him of a great Sum of 
Money, and made him acceſſory to ſeveral Follies, learnt 
W | ling 
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him nothing at all of Solid. I faw, in his charming 


Houſe, another Portuguexe Rabbi, who had a little Smat- 
tering of the - Cabala ; but who was fo addicted to Vi- 
ions and other ridiculous Whimſies, that he deſerv'd to 
be confin'd in Bedlam. 1 had ſeveral private Conferences 
both with the Maſter and Scholar; and foretold em two 
Events, which juſtify d, ſoon after, my Skill in the Sci- 
' ence, For I foretold the Counts Death, which hap- 
pen'd within the Year ; and that the Rabbi ſhould take 
a Voyage into Foreign Countries, from whence he 
ſhould hever return. The Abbot, who boaſted his 
Knowledge in the Cabala, was not ſo much as vers d in 
its Terms ; but meerly impos'd upon thoſe who knew not 
his Learning, upon Account of his Birth and particulat 
Carriage. For tho' he pretended to converſe with Aerial 
Spirits, and to have learnt, of thoſe Elementary Beings, 
the Secret of making Gold, and Jewels, and the Uni- 
verſal Panacea, he never knew ſo much as to N ive me 
' the Salutation usd by the Cabaliſts, to diſtinguith them-

ſelves from ignorant Pretendes. 

I did, therefore, abundance of ſtrange Things in the 
Prefence of feveral Perſons, of Diſtinction. 1 foretold 
Things to come; explain d Things abſtruſe and obſcure ; 
and made Pearls, Oriental Amethyſts, and Emeralds 
which were fold to the Goldſmiths; for good ones. And 
thus, I may ſay, that, in Bourdeaux, my Days ſtole a- 
way infenfibly, while I enjoy'd that Pleaftire and Re- 
poſe, which made me forget the laſt Strokes of For- 

In this Situation, my vaſt Credit drew me, once more, 
into. Inconveniences and Troubles. A Merchant of 


Bourdeaux had a mind to marry a great Heireſs ; but 


could not juſtify his Pretenſions, either by Wit, or Birth; 
or Fortune. All that ſeem d to favour him was, That 
the Lady being very ugly, he ſuppos d, ſhe would be the 
more willing to beſtow herſelf, and all ſhe had, upon a 
handfome Man; as he thought himſelf. In vain had he 
made uſe of his Eyes and Billet -doux! And ſeting ſhe 
flighted the Talents, by which he thought to render 
himſelf agreeable, he reſolvd to have Recourſe to er- 
traordinary Methods. Fot this end, having heard of me; 
he came to my Houſe, one Morning, very betimes, and 
deſir d me to do him the Favour to let him talk with — 
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far an hour. I readily conſented, and was not a little 
ſurpriz'd, to hear him ſay, that he came to intreat me, 
to give him a Secret, to inſpire Madam with 
Love. As I had the Honour perſonally to know the La- 
dy, I could not imagine, how a Gentleman ſhould en- 
tertain the odd Deſign of pleaſing her, and yet force her 
to love him; and therefore endeavour d to diſſuade him 
from it. My Refuſal ferv'd for nothing, but to redouble 
his Importunity; for drawing out a Purſe of 100 Louis- 
Ort with one Hand, and a Poniard'with the other, he 
bid me take my Choice; for that he would be fatisfy'd, 
ob compaſs. his Deſign, tho it were by the Devil's 
8. | 

I found F had a Gentleman to deal with, who was 
carry'd away with a violent Paſſion; and, That if I per- 
ſiſted in my Refuſal, I ſhould run the, Riſque of feeling 
the Fury of a Madman, Wherefore, [roving to be 
won by his Intreaty, I made him take a ſolemn and 
dreadful Oath, never to diſcover, directly nor indirectly, 
any thing of that which he ſhould ſee. 

I had an Invention in a Cabinet, which did the Feat, 
and effected whatever I had promis d to perform. Going 
out of the Cloſet, therefore, under Pretence of looking 
for the Keys of my Cabinet, I went and order'd Janine 
to place herſelf ſo, as that ſhe might anſwer my Queſti- 
ons, and wrote her down, upon a Piece of Paper, cer- 
nin Barbarous Words which ſhe was to repeat an a Pipe 
chat had a Communication with my Cabinet.

I was much 
u the right on't ; for all the Communities, as well Se- 
war as S ar, were preſent at the Diſputations of a 
Joung Monk, at the Opening of a Provincial Chapter. 
bs ſoon as they had all done, I ask'd the Orator, whe- 
der, in thoſs ki 
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fart ſome Difficulties ? As the French are extremely ci. 
vil, I was receiv'd with particular Marks of Favour and 
eſpect. My firſt Buſineſs was, to apologize to the Au- 
dience, for my Boldneſs in appearing in the ſame Career 
where ſo many learned Men Had diſputed with Applauſe, 
and come off with Honour. I argu'd againſt the Propo 
tion admitting of the Exiſtence of one God alone, and 
took my Theſis not againſt the Exiſtence of one God, 
hut againſt the Idea People had of the true God, and pre- 
tending, that the Light was the true Deity we ought to 
worſhip.

a *. Affair. In a word, it was, in a ſhort time, 
betwixt him and me, juſt as it had. been betwixt me and 
the Abbot Borri at Paris. Nay, tho I had taken a: Re- 
ſolution never to make uſe; of the Taliſman again; and 
tho I was now ſituated in a Country where thoſe kind 
of things are very little regarded; yet I found, they 
ſerv'd my Turn as well there, as in Fance. But as, by 
the Advice of that Villain, I was amus d with the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Ladies of the firſt Quality in the City, 
and the Husband of one of thoſe Ladies had ſcented 
ſomewhat of my Deſign, I was told, one de e;

I ſucceeded ſo well in my Deſign, and inſinua- 
ted myſelf fo far into their Favour, that thoſe Gentle- 
men profeſs d a great Friendſhip for me, and would of- 
ten tell me, they could not but be ſorry to ſee a Perſon 
of my Merit forced to ſell Coffee; and therefore, that 
if 1 would take their Advice, I ſhould make up Matters 
with the Court of Nome, and renounce a Pro 
unworthy my Character. They aſſur d me farther, that 
if I would leave the Affair entirely to them, they would

| Hole For, as Amſterdam is the Place of greateſt Trade 
in Holland, if not in Europe, People are continually land- 
ing there from ſome part of the World or other. And 
thus, I now thought to retrieve my Affairs by means of 
the Foreigners. And indeed, at firſt, I thought my De- 
180 would have fucceeded perfectly well. For, as ſome 
of thoſe Strangers tarry'd there ſome time, I thought, that 
1 I ſhould diet them, it would ſecure to me à better 
rade, and a more canſiderable and certain Profit, 
Wherefore, I and Janine agreed to ſet up an Ordinary; 
not ſuch, however, as you have at Inns, but like thoſe 
who keep Boarderg. The Neatneſs with which I enter- 
taind ſuch as took their Meals at my Houſe, ſoon 
brought a great Trade to it; infomuch that I flatter'd 
myſelf with getting a great deal of Money by that Buſi- 
neſs, in which I took a particular Pleaſure.

them. However, they thought, I had dealt very baſely 
by em, indifappointing their Hopes of reconciling me to

Accordingly, I formd the Deſi en of ſettling 
there; but before I ſent my Effects away, I dif ich 
Janine to get Intelligence, and to hire a Houſe, tha 
was conveniently ſituated for my Buſineſs; but this, 
. 1 ſpeaking of it to any Yerſon except Janine 

erſelf. * 

As I had nothing at all to do, while this Matter 

in Agitation, and Janine hurry d from Amſterdam to

Churches. Among abundance of Damſels, who were 


preſent in that illuſtrious Rendezvous, I found none fo 


charming as her that had introduc'd me. She was, indeed, 
full of Wi and very ef aging in her Diſcourſe. She gave 
me a brief Hiſtory of her Genealogy, aſſuring me, that 
ſhe was deſcended of one of the ancienteſt Families of 
Bruſſels.

Far from ſuppoſing myſelf in the leaſt Danger, I was as 
eaſy as poſſible in that treacherous Woman's Company, 
when, all of a ſudden; I heard, in the next Chamber 
to that which we were in, a kind of confus d Noiſe of 
Mens and Womens Voices together. Asking what could 
be the Matter? my new Miſtreſs reply d, that it was 
only two Gentlewomen that lodg'd with her; and that 
as for the Men, ſhe ſuppos d they were ſome Friends 
come to ſee them. But alas! How far was this from 
Truth! And what a dreadful Danger did 1 incur, in 
that execrable Houſe! I never made a narrower Eſcape 
in my Life, than thence ; for, ſoon after I had ask d that 
She-Devil, what Men they were, five or ſix Cut-throats, 


ve, diſguis d in Seamens Habits, enter d the Chamber; and 


one of em coming up to me, ask d me, in French, but 
in a very ſurly Tone, What I did there? I anſwerd 
him, trembling, that I came thither, only becauſe that 
Gentlewoman had invited me to walk in; and turning 
myſelf towards her, to deſire her to witneſs what I faid 
to be true, the had glven me the Slip, and was gone, 
This convinced me, that J was betray's and that it now 
only remain'd for me, to recommend myſelf to God, and 
beſeech him to deliver me out of the Hands of thoſe 
Ruffians. And as, in my extreme Confuſion, I cty d 
out aloud, O n God the Fellow that fpoke French faid 
.to me, with an Air of Infolence, This is not a Place for 
thee to ſay thy Prayers in; Thou fhbuld'ſt have done 
that, before thou had'ſt come hither; that he might have 
kept thee away; but now that we have thee here, we 
ſhall make thee pay ſufficient Import, before thou art Ex- 
Ported. Wich thar, all the Villains fell upon me, ſome 
taking me by my Hands, others by my Feet, aud D 
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gan to ſtrip me. When I was as ſtark- naked as ever | was 
Fan; they bound me faſt to a Chair, and he that 
ſpoke French making a Signal to the reſt, out pulls each 
of them a, butcherly Knife.

Tho“ J had ſtill a great Fear upon me in that dange- 
rous Houſe, yet I thought, I ſhould come to no Harm, as 
long as Ehrijtina was with me: Wherefore, plucking up 
a good Heart, once again, the Clouds of Fear went off 
by Degrees; and the ſooner, becauſe my gundam Mi- 
ſtreſs aſſur d me, that for the future, I might be very 
eaſy ; for nobody there would now hurt a Hair of 
my Head. No ſooner, therefore, had I entirely. reco- 
ver'd myſelf, but I broke Silence, and, addrefling my-

My Alarms increas d 
proportionably as the Night advanced ; and I was the 
more uneaſy, becauſe he had left all his Valets at home, 
whom I ſent to enquire, at all the Places which he fre- 
quented. But their Perquiſitions were in vain. When 
I found, that the Night was, far ſpent, and I could hear 
nothing of my Spouſe, what dreadful Apprehenſions 
came into my Mind! The blackeſt Deſpair and Melan- 
. choly took Poſſeſſion of my Soul! for I could no longer 
doubt, but ſome fad Accident had befallen him.

I threw myſelf 
down Stairs at a Jump, and puſhing thro the Crowd, 
with my Hair about my Ears, flung myſelf upon the 
Body of my deceas'd Spouſe, vainty imagining to fetch 
him to Life, and make him ſpeak to me, by dint of 
Cries and Tears. All the Endeavours of the Men of the 
Houſe to pull me away from him, prov d fruitleſs ; and

I can counterfeit my 
Maſter's Hand, continud he, ſo exactly, that nobody can 
diftinguiſh his from mine; Thus, I muſt make a Deed 
of Gift, whereby it will appear, that the Deceaſed obli- 
ged himſelf in his Life-time, in caſe God ſhould be 
pleas d to call him to himſelf, before he had marry'd 
you, to leave you four thouſand Crowns, and all the 
Efforts he had with him.

Experiment; eſpecially conſidering, that I-had carry'd it 
a great way off, I executed this Matter, juſt as I had 
contriv'd it; and immediately upon my Return home, 
cold the Prieſt, all that I had devis d by the way. After- 
wards, I alarm'd his Quatters, by beſpeaking him (with 
pretended Demonſtrations of Friendſhip) in the mannet 
lowing : My Dear Friend, I have; this Moment, 
heard a Piece of News, which very much troubles me, 
becauſe of the moſt fincere and particular Eſteem; which;

greater Charge than he. However, I aſſur d him withal 
that I would come again the next day, and give him all 
the Satisfaction that lay in my Power. I made him am- 
ple Amends for his Trouble, as uſual, and went to the 
Jem s, to ſell him my Gold, who paid me, for ſix Pound 
of that Metal, the Sum of three thouſand, ſeven hun- 
dred, and eighty Florins, in good Ducatoons, which I 
ſent home in a Wheel-Barrow. - The next day, I was as 
good as my Word, in going again to the Goldſmith's ; 
and, to acquit myſelf of the Promiſe I had made him, 
put four Ounces of my Gold-Duſt into one Crucible, 
and two Pound into anothet. Being come to his Houſe, 
I bid him melt down what there was in both the Cruci- 
bles, acquainting him, at the ſame time, that whatſo= 
ever the little one yielded, ſhould be his own. When he 
had caſt the whole into Ingots, he receiv'd for his Share, 
little leſs than four Ounces. of Gold, for which he 
thank d me, with an Air of Coldneſs, and ſeem d not 
to be fatisfy'd with the Preſent I had made him. I pre- 
tended not to take the leaſt Notice of it; and having, 
befides, paid him for his Trouble, as before, return'd 
home. Mean while, the Goldſmith was highly offended 
with me, and reſolv'd to play me à Trick, which, how- 
ever, would not do. On the contrary, he thereby loſt 
what he might afterwards have 2 by me; and ſo 
incurr'd the Fate which generally attends-Ingratitude; 
That Fellow, to make ſure Work of his villanous De- 
ſign, reſol vd to inform againſt me to the States- General, 
and to do his utmoſt to perſuade their High- Mightineſſes 
to ſeize me z. not in the leaſt doubting, but they would 
order him a conſiderable Recompence, when it ſhould 
be known, that I was a Man that would bring immenſe 
Sums to the State. He open d himſelf, upon this Sub- 
ject, to an Attorney of his Acquaintance, who diſſuaded 
him from his Enterprize, alledging, that we livd in a 
Country of Liberty; and that, therefore, he would loſe 
both his Time and his Labour. Thus ſeeing his Hopes 
iraftrated, he laid aſide that . and contented NN 
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' ſelf with telling every body, that I made Gold. This 


was ſo far from doing me any Detriment, that on the 
contrary, it ſerv'> me as Part of Revenge for the Wrong 
done me by Meſſieurs S.. . ., B.. . ., and R.. . For 
as the Goldſmith was very great at Monſieur K.. . . 3, he 
told that Gentleman, among the reſt, of my Affair; 


,and he ſoon carry d it to the other two: And the Gold- 


ſmith vouch d the Fact with ſo many Circumſtances, that 
they all three verily believ d, 1 had found the Philoſo- 
pher's Stone, and could make Gold at Pleaſure ; where- 
upon, they could almoſt have hang'd themſelves, that 
ever they had fallen out with me. On the other hand, 


as I underſtood all this from one of Monſieur S. 
Voalets, I carry d myſelf as Riff and ſhy, as could be, to- 


wards them; and tho' they try'd all manner of ways to 
inſirmate themfelves with me again, they could never 
compaſs their Deſign. You may eaſily imagine, that I 
took no fmall Pleaſure, in confirming em more and 
more in the Opinion, that I had attain'd the Art of 
making Gold; for which I took ſeveral indirect Methods, 
One day, I contriv'd Matters fo, that one of my Ingots 
litt, as it were, by Accident, into their Hands; And 
you cannot imagine, how ſplenetick they were, when, 
after they had put it to all de Tue they found it to 
be right good. Mean while, as the Time for my lea- 
ving Amſterdam, and coming to the Hague, drew on a- 
pace, 1 got all my Gold-Duſt melted, (which yielded 
me twelve thouſand, nine hundred Florins) and having 
pack'd up all my Effects, and fent them on board a Vet 


fel, I ſet out from that famous City, leaving the Gen- 


tlemen, who had been my Perſecutors, ſufficiently ſorry 
that ever they were o. However, it was not long, be- 
fore they diſcover d which way I came by my Geld; for 
within few days after my Arrival at the Hague, a Letter 
fell into their Hands, which came from the very Prieſt 
of whom I had had it, and which let them into the 
whole Myſtery, thereby recovering them from the Mi- 


_ Rake, which, till then, they had lain under, in ima- 
| gining that I could actually make Gold. This was Mat- 


ter of freſh Complaint and Bellowing againſt me; In a 
word, they Joaded- me with all the ſcandalous Names 
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my Ruin; which they continue even to this day. So 
true is it, that the Charms of Revenge appear irreſiſtible 
to an Talian, from the very Moment that it firſt ſinks 
into his Heart. . | | 
Being fafely arriv'd at the Hague, I began to fettle in 
the Houſe that Janine had taken, which was ſituate in 
the Koorte-Pooten, near the Plain. That Place was like 
another Peru to me; for thither crowded Perſons of all 
Nations and Degrees, to lay out their Money with me. 
J had, at leaft, a dozen or fifteen Baſſet- Tables at Work 
for me Night and Day; ſo that perceiving ſuch a Con- 
courſe of Gentlemen, I thought of nothing, but making 
Hay while the Sun ſhined ; for which purpoſe, I went 
ſuch a way to work, as ſucceeded according to Wiſh.

I fill'd other Boxes with all Sorts of Toys; as Snuff- 
"Boxes, Etuis, Sciſſors, Buckles, Garters, and ſuch like, 
and wrote . over them, Galanterie le piu curioſe di Venetia, 
e di Milano, and ſtuff d the reſt of my Boxes with Mens 
and Womens Gloves, Fans, Pomatums, and the moſt 
exquiſite Eſſences that could be found in Amſterdam; all 
with Valian Inſcriptions. This done, I put all theſe 
Boxes into one great one, which I had got made on pur- 
poſe; and having nail'd it up, counterfeited an Falian 
Letter directed to myſelf, ſeal d it upon the Cheſt. 
That Letter contain'd, in Subſtance, That they had ſent 
me from Venice and Milan, all the greateſt Rarities that 
| "were to be had in thoſe Cities, having follow'd my Or- 
ders, in not ſparing any Charge. I had alſo taken the 
Precaution to inſert in the Letter a Bill of what every 
individual Thing had coft, fixing the Price at above 
twenty times the Money they ſtood me in. Having thus 
order'd Matters at Amſterdam, I left. my Cheſt in the 
Office, and defir'd *em to ſend it to the Hague within 
fix days, according to the Direction.

| Yond, that I reſolv'd to give him a Pinch of the naſty 
Snuff above-mention'd, which had a confounded muſty 
- Hogoo.. Accordingly, having fetch'd him ſome of that, 
My Lord, /ays 4 here is a Snuff of an extraordinary 
Smell and Taſte ; but it is extravagantly dear. ----, Why, 
Peel take yon, now, reply'd he; Why did not you give

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__ this at firſt? Ay, this is ſomething like Snuff! 
Thereupon, he order'd me to fill his Box” with ir, arid 
bought a Pound of the fame, for which J made him pa 
four Guineas. In the Evening, he went © the Fd 
bly, where having preſented ſeveral of his Friends with 


him ſo to do. The 1 made ſuch Expedition, that 
it was not long before he return d, and put me in a Con- 
dition to fatisfy the ſtupid Fancy of an infinite Number 
of People, who came and ask'd me for that muſty Snuff, 
which has ſtill kept its Reputation, even to this day; 
the leaſt that I have. ever fold it for, being Three Pi- 
ſtoles per Pound, tho' it never coſt me above Half a 
Crown per Pound. Whence my Reader may judge of 
the Profit I have drawn, from a Commodity of which I 
have ſold ſo many thouſands and thoufands of Pounds. 
Alfter this, I infinuated myſelf with the Ambaſſadors, 
and all other Perſons of the "firſt Rank in this moſt 
charming Village, to whom I communicated all that I

thither, out of Curioſity to ſee that illuſtrious Place of 
Refreſhment. In ſhort, the Number of thoſe who went 
to Benathis Coffee-Houſe increas'd daily in ſuch a man-
